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STRONG FOR SOUND MONEY 


The Kentucky Democracy Calls a Halt 
on Free Silver. 


NO EVASION OF THE CURRENCY ISSUE 


The Advocates of Free Coinage Are 
Barely Accorded a Respectfal 
Hearing—Gen. Hardin 


for Governor.

“LOUISVILLE, Ky., June 26.—The most 
pronounced check to the free-silver-coinage 
movement since its inception was to-Jay 
administered by the Kentucky Democratic 
State Convention. A month ago the man 
who would have predicted that the Democ-~- 
racy of Kentucky would take a pronounced 
stand against free silver coinage would 
have been ridiculed. The silver agitators, 
in claiming the support of the Solid Scuth 
for their peculiar financial ideas, have 
never questioned the attitude of the Blue 


Grass State. Indeed, they had been looking 
forward to the early Kentucky conven- 
tion with pleased expectancy, confident that 
it would “sound a bugle note,”’ which 
should rally the entire South under the 
16 to 1 standard. 

Possibly never before were political prop- 
agandists subjected to more bitter disap- 
poimtment. The convention to-day, instead

of declaring its sympathy for the silver 
movement, took the utmost pains at every 
opportunity to express for it its emphatic 
disapproval. 

The result of the Kentucky convention has 
demonstrated what friends of honest money 
have all along asserted—that the friends of 
free silver in the Democratic Party,. while 
noisy, aggressive, and conspicuous, are in 
‘a hopeless minority, as compared with their 
less demonstrative but more thoughtful op- 
ponents. The issue has been fairly, and 
clearly made in this State. The currenty 
has been the dividing line between the 
factions. Senator Blackburn has led the 
Silver men; Secretary Carlisle, Senator 
Lindsay, ex-Gov. Buckner, and Congressman 
McCreary have made the campaign as rep- 
resentatives of the sound-money views of 
President Cleveland and his Administra- 
tion. There has been an open,: free, fair 
fight. At no time has there been any talk 
of compromise. The result is that the free- 
silver movement within the Democratic 


ranks in Kentucky is dead The square 
Stand taken by Kentucky is almost certain 
to be taken as a basis for the action of 
the party in other Southern States. 

The declaration of party policy, adopted 
to-day, aside from its references to Siate 
issues, was as follows: 


The Democracy of Kentucky, in convention as- 
sembled, congratulates the country upon the re- 
peal of the McKinley tariff law, and upon the evi- 
dences we have on every hand of returning pros- 
perity, under the operations of reduced and 
equalized tariff taxation, and we denounce as 
fraught with danger and disaster the threat uf 
our Republican adversaries to re-establish a pro- 
tective tariff and to reinaugurate a policy of un- 
equal taxation, which, in connection with general 
misgovernment by the Republican Party, culmi- 
mated in the business panic of 1898. 

The Democratic Party, which has always stood 
for the separation of Church and State for the 
sake alike of civil and religious freedom, does 
not hesitate to condemn all efforts to create dis- 
tinction among citizens because of differences in 
faith as repugnant to an enlightened age and 
abhorrent to the instincts of American freemen. 

We aflirm without qualification the principies 
and policies declared by the National Democratic 
Platform of 1892, and declare that our present 
National Democratic Administration is entitled to 
the thanks of the party for its honest, courageous, 
and statesmanlike management of public affatrs, 
and we express our undiminished confidence in 
the Democracy and patriotism of President Grover 
Cleveland and his distinguished co-adviser and 
Secretary, John G. Carlisle of Kentucky. 


This declaration is far more significant 
than its phraseology indicates, for its al- 
ternative was a condemnation of the Ad- 
ministration and a flatfooted pronounce- 
ment in favor of the unrestricted coinage 
by the United States of silver at a ratio of 
16 to 1, regardless of the course pursued by 
other countries. The silver men recogniz 
the full significance of their defeat, and 
are not consoled by the fact that their 
candidate for Governor, Gov. Hardin, was 
successful. He must abandon his attitude 
on the currency question or retire from the 
ticket. 

The convention remained in session till 
2 o’clock this morning. No business was 
transacted, the confusion being so great 
that the chair could recognize no one. 
Business was resumed at 9:30 this morning, 
and the fight for the Governorship for a 
time overshadowed everything. Seven dele- 
gates from Louisville were in dispute. The 
majority of the Committee on Credentials 
favored seating the Hardin men, but the 
convention, by a close vote, seated the Clay 
delegates. 

This disposed of the battle on the currencv 
question began in earnest. Senator Lind- 
say, for the majority of the Committee on 
Resolutions, reported the declarations here- 
tofore quoted. When the names of Presi- 
dent. Cleveland and Secretary Carlisle were 
read they were greeted with long-continued 
‘applause. 

A minority report written in a sarcastic 
vein sought to condemn the Administration, 
while a second minority report endeavored 
to strike out the indorsement of the Presi- 
dent and the Secretary of the Treasury. 

Congressman McCreary, who signed the 
majority report, insisted that it should pe 
adopted by the convention. He said: 

The national Administration is entitled to the 
respect of the Democrats of Kentucky, and we 
have therefore indorsed it. We can go forth to- 
day and say we are not ashamed of Grover Cleve- 
land. There is but one way we can win this 
fight—to stand up’for the Democratic platform 
of 1892, on which the party won its last great 
fight, and to indorse the present Administration, 
Let it not be said that there are two Democratic 
parties in Kentucky, and that we had a chance 
to win.a great victory and did not do it. There 
is but one flag under which Jefferson showed us 
the way. The future has in-store for the Dem- 
ocrats of Kentucky the same victory, the same 
triumph, if they will only stand together. As a 
Democrat I am in favor of the largest use of sil- 
ver, so long as it is consistent with the financial 
prosperity of the country, and so long as the 
parity can be maintained. I am in favor of an 
international agreement for the-rehabilitation of 
silver. France and Germany have both taken 
action, and are in favor of an international pol- 
icy, and I believe it will not be long before such 
@ one will be adopted. Whenever a country has 
undertaken alone to have the free and unlimited 
coinage of silver, it has come ‘fo! a silver basis, 
and we don’t want a silver basis, like Mexico, 
for instance. Let us be satisfied with the time- 
honored doctrines of the Democratic Party of 
Jocal government, tariff reform, and sound money. 


Senator Joseph Blackburn, the leader of 
the silver forces in Kentucky, spoke against 
the majority report. Senator Lindsay spoke 
for the majority report. He said: 

We are not alone outlining a plan for Kentucky, 
but we are setting an example which the ccuntry 

ill follow. _We are here .as.the 
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platform, but neither are we here to indorse a 
plank advocated by a gentleman who has been 
champion:ng the cause of the unlimited coinage 
of silver at i6 to 1. We believe in the Democracy 
and statesmanship of Grover Cleveland, and that 
is why we indorse him. 

He moved, in conclusion, the adoption of 
the majority report, and cailed for the 
presente question, and it was adopted—5d44 
to 233. 

Senator Lindsay, ex-Gov. Buckner, and 
James B. McCreary, who sat on the plat- 
form at the time the vote was announced, 
were warmly congratulated on the result. 
“Tt does not make any difference who 
wins for Governor now,’’ said Senator Lind- 
say. ‘‘ Honest money has been indorsed, and 
that is what we were after in the main.” 

After the adoption of the platform, ad- 
journment was taken until evening. The 
first business of the evening was the nomi- 
nation of a candidate for Governor. Cassius 
M. Clay, Jr., and P, Wat Hardin were the 
candidates, Hardin being nominated on the 
first ballot. He received 466 votes, against 
338 for Clay, 3 for Henry Watterson, 3 for 
Ss. B. Buckner, and 68 for W. J. Stone. 

R. P. Tyler of Fulton County was nom- 
inated for Lieutenant Governor and the 
convention adjourned until to-morrow. 


TO DECLARE FOR SOUND MONEY. 


Meeting of the State Democracy at 
Cooper Institute To-night. 


There is every indication ihat the meet- 
ing of the State Democracy at Cooper 
Union to-night will be a successful end en- 
thusiastic affair. 

Ex-Secretary of the Treasury Charles §. 
Fairchild will preside, and make a short 
speech, and speeches will also be made by 
John De Witt Warner and James P. Archi- 
bald. All the speeches will be in advocacy 
of honest money, and sound currency, end 
resolutions will be adopted sustaining and 
indorsing the President in his efforts in 
that behalf. Mr. Fairchild said yesterday: 

“Tt seems to me very important «t this 
juncture that the Democracy of New-York 
should express themselves plainly and em- 
phatically upon the side of honest money 
and sound currency. The State Democracy, 
composed of lifelong Democrats. who have 
all begn loyal to the principles «and tradi- 
tions of the party, naturally taes the lead 
in such a matter. We expect a large ard 
enthusiastic meeting, and we shall zdopt 
resolutions that will make our position 
plain and certain. The State of New-York, 
the greatest trading and manufacturing 
State in the Union, wants a ‘ollar that bas 
the greatest tages 3 power possible. A 
dollar which is worth fifty cents or less is 
undesirable.”’ 


MONEY IS A MEASURE OF VALUE 


What Charles F. Thwing Says Would 
Follow Free Coinage of Silver. 


The Chamber of Commerce has just vre- 
ceived a short, crisp and seatentious letter 
from President Charles F. Thwing of che 
Western Reserve University, Cleveland, 
Ohio, regarding sound money. President 
Thwing wrote only a few sentences, but 
what he has to say covers a great deal of 
ground: 

“It seems to me that the whole complex 
question would be greatly simplified by our 
bearing in mind the definition of money. 
Money is not a value primarily, but a 
standard, a measure, of value; money is 
not a value primarily, but a means of ex- 
change. 

“The free coinage of silver could not but 
instantly and seriously affect money as 2 
means of exchange. This effect would ve 
as serious.as making either eighteen or 
seventy-two inches constitute a yard.” 


SHOOTING AFFAIR IN OKLAHOMA 


R. W. Patterson, Register of the Land Office, 
Killed—A City Marshal Shares 
His Fate. 


SOUTH ENID, Oklahoma, June 26.—City 
Marshal Williams and R. W. Patterson, 
Register of the United States Land Office, 
were killed in a shooting affair here this 
evening. 

The trouble originally was between J. L. 
Isenburg, editor of The Enid Wave, and 


Patterson over an article in The Wave re- 
flecting on Patterson. City Marshal Will- 
iams attempted to stop a fight between 
the men and was shot through the lung by 
Patterson. 

He returned Patterson’s fire, and his bul- 
let struck Patterson in the forehead. Both 
men died within five minutes. 


YACHT RUN DOWN BY UNKNOWN STEAMER 


The Guests on the Psyche of Philadel- 
phia Have a Narrow Escape. 


PHILADELPHIA, June 26.—The sloop 
yacht Psyche of the Philadelphia Yacht 
Club, was run down in the Delaware River, 
off Gordon Heights, near Wilmington, Del., 
last night by an unknown steamship, and 
several men had narrow escapes from 
drowning. 

Those on the yacht were J. G. Ramsdell 


and Joseph J. Murphy, the joint owners; 
Ghief Coiner of the Mint William Morgan, 
George F. Munce, the attorney, and his 
brother, and J. G. Merino and one other 
man, who were guests. The crew consisted 
of two sailors and the steward. The own-~ 
ers of the yacht accuse the pilot of the 
steamship of carelessness.. 

Messrs. Ramsdell and Morgan and the 
Munce brothers jumped overboard. After 
swimming around for a quarter of an hour, 
they were picked up by the yacht’s yawl. 
The steamer did not stop when the sloop 
had been run down, but continued on her 
way. The yacht did not sink, but was 
badly damaged. 


FIRE FOLLOWS A LAMP EXPLOSION 


Twelve Engines Working on the Lib- 
erty Building—Damage, $11,500. 


The explosion of a gasoline lamp in the 
offices of the Newburger Company, on the

AGAINST WILLIAM HENRY 


Police Now Have the First Positive 
Evidence of His Guilt. 


HAD NEW MONEY AFTER THE MURDER 


Changed His Clothing Before He Sur- 
rendered — Lied About Money 
Spent for Dinner—Other 
Evidence. 


After groping blindly in the dark for near- 
ly two weeks, with nothing but circum- 
stantial testimony to reward them for their 
efforts, the Brooklyn police yesterday un- 
earthed some highly important evidence 
in the Henry murder mystery. 

It is the only positive and direct evi- 
dence against the ‘bad son,’’ William 
Henry, that has come to light since his 
arrest for the murder of his father, the old 
If it is substantiated under oath 


it will outweigh, the police believe, all the 
circumstantial evidence that they have 
gathered. The police have fourd out: 

First—That William Henry changed his 
clothing between the time he was driven 
from his father’s house, and the time he 
gave himself up to the police. 

Second—That within a few hours of the 
time of the finding of the body, William 
was in a number of well-known, resorts in 
New-York, spending money lavishly from 
a large roll of brand new bills. Miser Henry 
kept nothing but brand new bills in his 
house. When his trunk was broken open, 
the day after the body was found, there 
was therein $3,800 in crisp new paper money. 
There was not an old bill in the trunk. 

Third.—That the “bad son” has during 
the last few years been familiar with sport- 
ing men, like ‘‘ Mike’’ Coburn, and with 
other characters of the “ Tenderloin.’”’ Some 
of his acquaintances, it is said, have been 
well-known criminals. 4 

Fourth—That he lied as to the amount of 
money he spent at the Hotel Martin, in this 
city, shortly previous to the finding of his 
father’s body. 

Miser Henry’s body was found in the base- 
ment hallway of his house, 95 South Port- 
land Avenue, at 8:30 P. M., Friday, June 
14. William Henry walked into the Fourth 
Precinct Station House, De Kalb and Clas- 
son Avenues, Brooklyn, at 7:30 the next 
morning and surrendered to Capt. Kitzer. 
Hesaid he had been driven from his father’s 
house the preceding Saturday, and he de- 
clared then, and has since reiterated many 
times, that he did not again enter the house. 
He at first denied that he had even been in 
South Portland Avenue since his father 
drove him out, but subsequently he said he 
went to the house Tuesday or Wednesday, 
but could not get in with his latch 
key, as the front door was bolted from the 
inside. 

When William surrendered to the police 
he wore a black diagonal cutaway coat. 
The police have found three men who saw 
William after he was driven from his fa- 
ther’s house and before he gave himself up 
to Capt. Kitzér. All three of these men 
agree in saying they are positive that when 
they saw the ‘“ bad son,” which was on 
different occasions by the different men, he 
wore a dark-blue serge sack coat. 

One of the men is connected with the 
Hotel Martin, and was on duty when Will- 
iam Henry took dinner there shortly before 
the finding of the body. This man says he 
distinctly recollects William Henry, and re- 
marked at the time the discrepancy between 
the man’s general appearance and the size 


of his check. He dined alone. It was said 
last night at the Hotel Martin that the 
Brooklyn police had been there during the 
day and had obtained a copy of the check 
for William Henry’s dinner. The check 
amounted to $9.50. When accounting to the 
pone for the way he spent money after 
eing driven from the house, William said 
he spent a little over $8 at tne hotel. The 
cashier and the waiters at the Hotel Martin 
say they do not recollect what kind of 
mney, William had, whether new bills or 
° 


miser, 


‘he Brooklyn police have learned from the 
manager for Smith & McNell, hotel keepers 
in Washington Street, that William Henry 
was there three nights between the time 
he was driven out of his father’s house and 
the time he surrendered at the Fourth Pre- 
cinct Station House. The manager said 
he had known William for a long time, and 
had seen him in the hotel frequently. He 
distinctly recollected the times William was 
in the hotel last week, after he was driven 
from home, and he told the police, it was 
learned last night, that there was one thing 
he particularly remembered, and that was 
that William showed .a roll of new bills. 
Asked how much he should judge was in 
the roll, the manager said there would have 
been at least $25, if all the notes were one- 
dollar bilis, but, as a matter of fact, there 
were five-dollar bills in the roll. 

The police learned, further, that William 
Henry had gone for several nights !ast 
week into McKeever Brothers’ saloon, in 
Vesey Street, and had there spent money 
freely. 

The police also found that William had 
made a tour of some of the resorts of the 
“Tenderloin’’ district of this city. They 
found several traces of him on Sixth and 
Kighth Avenues, between Seventeenth and 
Forty-second Streets. He was in Burns’s 
restaurant, in Eighth Avenue, and there, 
it is said, he ran across a notorious sneak 
thief. This fellow says he was with Will- 
iam Thursday night, a week ago, but the 
police have nothing but his word for it, 
and his word would not be taken in any 
court, under oath, 

When Walter Henry and Patrolman 
Walsh of the Fourth Precinct went to 
Miser Henry’s house last Friday, Walter 
first obtained entrance through an open 
window of the second story, overlooking 
the front porch. He let the officer in at the 
front door, and first took Walsh up stairs. 
Pointing to the open closet in the miser’s 
bedroom, Walter said: ‘‘ Somebody has been 
here and has stolen papers.’’ Leading the 
way into William’s bedroom, in the rear 
of the attic, Walter said: ‘‘ There’s some- 
thing wrong here. Some of William's 
clothes are gone.”’ ‘ 

Besides the employe of the Hotel Martin 
already mentioned as having stated that 
when William Henry took dinner there he 
wore a navy-blue serge sack coat, there are 
two other men who have told the police 
they saw William wearing the navy-blue 
Serge sack coat. One of these is a well- 
known merchant doing business in the 
neighborhood of South Portland Avenue, 

It was learned yesterday that the Brook- 
lyn police did not arrest Walter Henrv, 
because he stood the ordeal of the fol- 
lowing test, which the police regarded as 
crucial and satisfactory: Shortly after the 
body of the miser was found the police 
went to Walter’s house, in Flatbush, in 
his absence. When he returned he asked 
the one in command: ‘‘ What are you doing 
here?”” He was told that the police, in 
order to satisly themselves and the public, 
wanted to make a thorough search of his 
house. He consented, and the house was 
searched from top to bottom. Every letter 
was opened, not only those from Wiiliam 
and the old miser, but even the letters that 
passed between Walter and his wife before 
rhe were married. ie police were so well 
satisfied of Walter’s innocence, after the 
search, that all thought of suspecting or 
arresting him was dropped. 


Can Houses Be Libeled ?

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POLICEMAN FIGHTS LN A CABLE CAR 


Took Four of the Foree to Arrest Him 
a:d a Companion, Both Drunk 
and Disorderly. 


Policeman Edward J. Byrne of the West 
Sixty-eighth Street Station, accompanied by 
@ friend named John Patrell, boarded a 
Broadway cable car going up town last 
night at 6:30 o’clock. Both men were under 
the influence of liquor, Byrne being grossly 
intoxicated. 

At Fourteenth Street, Patrell began to 
annoy the passengers by expectorating in 
every direction. Several of the passengers 
remonstrated with him. The conductor told 
the men that if they did not behave them- 
selves they would be put off the car. 

“Ts that so?’’ retorted Byrne, striking 
the conductor in the face. The two men 
announced that they were going to clear 
out the car. 

The car was crowded. Women screamed 
and rushed for the door, which was blocked 
by the crowd. The gripman stopped the 
car, and went back to help the conductor. 
They were no match for the two drunken 
men, who stood back to back, striking at 
every one within reach. 

One of the passengers 
man Finley of the fracas. The latter called 
Patrolmen Nealis and Newman of the 
Broadway squad, and Birmingham of the 
West Thirtieth Street Station. 

After a hard fight they managed to get 
the two men, still fighting and yelling, 
into the street, where an immense crowd 
had gathered. The two drunken men 
turned their attention to the policemen and 
announced that they were going to thrash 
them. It was found necessary to handcuff 
both prisoners in order to get them to the 
station house. 

At the corner of Twenty-eighth Street 
and Broadway, Byrne, who was in citizens’ 
clothes, and was not at that time known to 
be a policeman, turned to Newman, to 
whom he was handcuffed, and said: ‘*‘ We 
may as well settle this right here. I won't 
go to the station house.’’ With that, he 
jumped back with such force as to knock 
Policeman Newman flat on his back in the 
gutter. Byrne then tried to make his 
escape, but the other policemen came quickly 
to Newman’s aid, and Byrne was subdued. 

Both men then went along quietly until 
they got to the West Thirtieth Street Sta- 
tion, where Patrell began to fight and re- 
fused to go into the station house. T'wo or 
three policemen from the reserve piatoon 
ran out and carried him into the station 
house. 

When taken before Sergt. Flannery, Pa- 
trell refused to give his address or tell 
his occupation. Byrne said that he was 
twenty-eight years old, and Hved at 658 
Hudson Street. He would not tell his oc- 
cupation. When he was searched his shield 
and revolver were found on him. 

Capt. Pickett notified Acting Capt. Chap- 
man of the West Sixty-eighth Street Sta- 
tion of the arrest of Byrne. Acting Capt. 
Chapman, with Police Surgeons Nesbitt and 
Cook, hurried down to the West Thirtieth 
Street Station. As soon as Byrne saw his 
commanding officer, he said he wanted to 
resign. He was informed_ that he would 
not be allowed to do so. The Surgeons ex- 
amined the prisoner, and announced that 
he was under the influence of Iquor. Both 
men will be taken to the Jefferson Market 
Police Court this morning.

Chairman Hinckley to Appoint a Sub-

J. W. Hinckley, Chairman of the Demo- 
cratic State Committee, was at the Murray 
Hill Hotel yesterday. In regard to the 
talked-of' meeting of the State Committee 
he said that after consultation with severa! 
of the members he had decided not to call 
the committee together at present, but un- 
der the power given to him would appoint 
a sub-committee to investigate the claims 
to regularity of the two County Committees 


in Monroe County, and settle the claims of 
rival organizations in any other portions 
of the State. : 

Many of the members of the State Com- 
mittee are now, or will be soon, enjoying 
their Summer vacations and Mr. Hinckley 
himself is about to try to get a little outing. 
He is going to spend a few days with Sena- 
tor Hiil at Normandie-by-the-Sea, and af- 
terward spend a few days with Mr. Belmont 
on his yacht.

MORA INDEMNITY AND THE CORTES 


Consul General Ramon 0. Williams's Re- 
turn to His Post an Assurance of 
Strict Policy Toward Spain. 


WASHINGTON, June 26.—The news from 
Madrid that the session of the Cortes was 
virtually closed yesterday with the passing 
of the Spanish and Cuban budgets gave 
rise here to the question whether the Mora 
indemnity demanded of Spain by the United 
States had been included in the budgets. 

Inquiry at the State Department was met 
with the statement that nothing had been 
heard from Minister Tayler, since he ac- 
knowledged the receipt of instructions re- 
lating to the indemnity. It was taken for 
granted at the department, in view of his 
silence, that he has not yet had an oppor- 
tunity to lay the demand of this Govern- 
ment before the Spanish Minister of State. 
This leads to the inference that there is no 
reference in either budget to the Mora 
claim. 

Department officers said to-day that no 
information had been received here bearing 
on that point. Sefior Dupuy de Léme, the 
Spanish Minister, said to-night that he 
knew nothing of the provisions of the 
budgets. He assumed, however, that his 
Government had not taken any action re- 
garding the Mora indemnity. Even if the 
Cortes shall adjourn without considering 
the matter in wiiich the United States Gov- 
ernment is so much interested there will 
not be any change in the policy of the Ad- 
ministration. The Spanish Minister cf 
State will be pressed for payment cf the in- 
demnity, and, if his Government refuses to 
comply, the entire matter will be laid be- 
fore Congress next December. With the 
history of this celebrated claim _before it, 
showing that Republican and Democratic 
secretaries of State have stood firmly for 
the payment of the indemnity promised by 
Spain, there is no reason to doubt that the 
Congress would authorize vigorous meas- 
ures for the collection of the debt. 

It was said at the State Department this 
afternoon that the United States Consul 
General to Cuba, Mr. Ramon O. Williams of 
Brooklyn, was probably on his way to his 
post. Mr. Williams came to this country 
nearly two months ago, on ‘his yearly leave 
of absence. It was rumored at the time 
that the Spanish authorities in Cuba were 
not well disposed toward him, and would be 
greatly pleased if he should remain in the 
United States, 

The opposition to Mr. Williams, it is 
said, was due to his close attersiion to the 
interests of this country. He was pro- 
moted to the post he now occupies years 
ago, when he held the unimportant position 
of Vice Consul. He is regarded at the State 
Department as one of the most capable 
members of the Consular. Service. He is 
wealthy and independent, and on more 
than one occasion has let the fact become 
known to his superior that he would resign 
without delay if there was dissatisfaction 
with his course. 

It is unusual for one in his position to 
combine independence with high adminis- 
trative ability, and this combination may 
be assumed to be the reason why he has 
held the position so long. Although no one 
at the State Department is willing to dis- 
cuss the matter, there is a well-defined be- 
lief here that Mr. Williams returns to Cuba 
before the expiration of his leave of ab- 
sence because the Administration desires 
to have the benefit of his knowledge of 
Cuban affairs at this particular time, when 
trouble is likely to occur between the 
United States and Spain. 

In view of the hostility in Cuba to Mr. 
Williams, the view is entertained here that 
his hurried return to Havana is equivalent 
to a notice by this Government that here- 
after there is to be nothing lax in the rela- 
tions between the two Governments, so far 
as Cuba is concerned. While the neutrality 
laws shall be observed, American interests 
in Cuba shall not be permitted to suffer. 
Naturally, the question of the Mora in- 
demnity, enters into the discussion of Mr. 
Williams’s movements. 

The one important fact in connection with 
his return is that Spain is not to be 
humored by this Government. Americans 
having large investments in Cuba will be 
glad to.know that Mr. Williams will soon 
be at his old post. 

Mr. Wliiams, who is at his home in Brook- 
lyn ona sixty days’ leave of absence, will 
sail for Havana Saturday. 


WORK OF THE CYCLONE IN TEXAS 


Two or Three Persons Killed, a Church Com- 
pletely Ruined, and Another Blown 
from Its Foundation. 


FORT WORTH, Texas, June 26.—Two or 
three persons were killed by the cyclone 
at Baird, Callao County, last night. Among 
them was Mitchell Mayes, a son of the Rev. 
J. Mayes, pastor of the Baptist Church. 

The Baptist Church was demolished, fall- 
ing on the parsonage and crushing it to 
pieces. 

The Cumberland Presbyterian Church was 
blown off its foundation and badly dam- 


aged. 
he Methodist ‘parsonage was lifted fif- 
teen feet from its foundation and almost 
totally wrecked. Several dwellings were 
badly damaged. 

At Clyde, five miles west of Baird, six or 
eight buildings were blown down.

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BOTH CREWS IN FINE FORM 


Promise of a Great Race by Yale and 
Harvard at New-London. 


CRIMSON NEVER SENT BETTER MEN 


“Bob” Cook Has a Modified Stroke 
for the Bluc Oarsmen—Fresh- 
men Contest to be Rowed 


This Morning. 


NEW-LONDON, Conn., June 26.—There 
are not more than a handful of people here 
to-night, even though the freshmen race 
between eights from Yale, Harvard, and 
Columbia is to be rowed at 10 o’clock to- 
morrow morning. Most of the visitors are 


yachtsmen at that, Columbia being the 
most largely represented in the college con- 
tingent. 

Yale will send over quite a crowd of 
graduates and undergraduates in the morn- 
ing, as it is very handy for the boys, who 
can leave the Elm City at 8 o’clock and 
reach here in time for the race, which is to 
be rowed at about 10 o’clock. No special 
crowd from Harvard is expected, as the 
Cambridge men have little faith in the 
ability of their crew to win from the strong 
crew that Yale has put in the water. The 
freshman race is such a complete side issue 
that no observation train is to be run, and 
there will be but very little chance for the 
public to see the contest. 

Guy Richards, who is to act as referee, are 
rived yesterday afternoon, and, in company 
with “ Billy” Meikleham, spent the night 
at Columbia’s quarters, where Walter Peet, 
coach for Columbia, joined them, after wit- 
nessing the work of the Harvard *Varsity 
from the Harvard launch. Encouraged by 
the victory of,their ’varsity crew at Poughe 
keepsie, the Gotham eight feels confident 
that it will give Yale a hard race to-mor- 
row, and that they have, at least, a fair 
chance of winning.

It is possible that Jennings may not row 
in the Harvard crew, as he may be re- 
quired to take Hollister’s place in the ’Var- 
sity on Friday, the latter being so ill that 
he has not rowed in the ’Varsity for three 
days. Jennings had his place in tne shell 
last evening. He is one of the best oars in 
the freshman crew, and so may possibly 
row in both races, which he is not only 
willing, but anxious to do. 

In the draw for position yesterday, Colum- 
bia got the west course, on the New-London 
side of the river, Yale the middle course, 
and Harvard that on the east. Tae race 
will be up the stream from the railroad 
bridge to the navy yard, two miles, and 
finishing in what is generaily tne rough- 
est part of the Thames course. If there 
is any advantage on the course it would 
seem to be for the Harvard. It is generally 
thought that the Yalensians wili win tne 
race, with Columbia second, and Harvard 
bringing up the rear. The short two-mile 
course is flagged and buoyed, and every- 
thing is ready. 

The freshmen crews 
Wwarming-up spins dur the day, but the 
lads were not permitted to do any nard 
work. They are all as fit as careful train- 
ing can make them, and their coaches are 
satisfied that all possible has been one. 
All the lads are im good spirits, even the 
Harvard youngsters believing that they will 
be able to win the race if no accident befalls 
them. 

Interest, of course, centres in the ’Varsity 
race, and the work of the crews was 
watched yesterday from every possible 
point of vantage. 3ob’’ Cook, to the 
contrary notwithstanding, the Yale is a 
“daisy ’ and one of the best that has ever 
sat in a‘shell here. Their stroke is sligntly 
different from anything here previously 
rowed, in that there is more shoulder and 
arm work, and less rigidity of the body, as 
the men move on their slides to begin their 
stroke. Their blade work is absolutely per- 
fect, though their form in the boat is less 
uniform than in previous years, less atten- 
tion having been paid to form in the boat 
than to the work outside of it. 

Yale’s crew needs to be a good one to 
beat the Harvard eight this year. So far 
as form goes, Harvard has as good a crew 
as they ever sent to New-London. The 
men row in a form to satisfy the eye per- 
fectly, and their blade work is clever in the 
extreme. But there does not appear to be 
wonderful speed in the stroke. One thing 
is very noticeable. The boat does not hang 
or sag at the end of the stroke as it has 
during the last half dozen years, but moves 
along without any loss of momentum on 
the recovery. This is a decided improvement, 
and if they have the power in their stroke 
to get a high rate of speed, such as it is 
claimed they can get, they are likely to give 
Yale a close race. 

The Yale men agree that Harvard has a 
fine crew this year, though they believe 
their own will prove the faster and better 
in the race. 

Yale’screw was out on the river away above 
their boathouse, secure from prying eyes, 
yesterday, practicing starting and spurting, 
running the stroke up to thirty-six on sev- 
eral occasions. Their blade work opened 
the eyes of the Columbia men who were 
watching them, and they look upon the 
crew as a marvelously good one, and one 
that will require a phenomenal one to de~ 
feat it. These same critics object to the 
Yalesian form, which they say is due to 
an innovation made in the motion of the 
arms on the recovery, which is a trifle 
slower. 

The Columbians say this is an innovation 
taken from the Cornell stroke. The Yale 
*“ rooters,”’ of course, laugh such a sugges- 
tion to scorn, and say that it is a new 
thing to Capt. Cook, picked up while he 
was in Europe. Wherever it came from, 
Cook thinks it is an improvement over the 
old style that he has heretofore taught the 
Yale boys, and it is this change that has 
kept him here, working so hard with the 
crew. 

Harvard was out just after 6:30 o’clock 
last evening, and took three spins of a 
mile each at racing speed, so as to get Jen- 
nings familiar with the style of the crew 
in case he has to take Hollister’s place. 
Her crew rowed down the river twice from 
the starting point, each time covering a bit 
over a mile against a head wind and with 
none too favorable conditions of tide and 
water, in about six minutes. There was 
some splashing, but, as a whole, the work 
was as pretty as any preliminary work ever 
done by a Harvard crew on the river. It 
suited the fancy of the critics, and the only 
question was how much power and speed 
there was in the pretty stroke. If there 
should be plenty, then Yale has a hard 
day’s work ahead of it on Friday, and Mr. 
Watson, the experienced coach of the Har- 
vard boys, insists that they will get as much 
speed as Yale will and have endurance that 
is going to tell on Friday. That he thinks 
he has a good chance to win is shown by 
the fact that the Harvard men are quietly 
taking all the money that is offered at 5 to 
3 against them. They have sent a 1 to 
New-York to be at those odds, and some — 
was played at the Stock Exchange yester= — 
day and to-day.

SEAW ANHAK A-CORINTHIAN’S CRUISE 


The Emerald Wins in the Schooner 
Class on the Run to New-London Light. 


NEW-LONDON, June 26.—Commodore Bene- 
dict furnished an exciting finish ‘to the second 
days’ race of the Seawanhaka-Corinthian Yacht 
Ciub’s race cruise. After passing Cornfield 
Light, the Oneida went back to find out where 
the tailenders were. She had been following the 
Wasp, being satisfied that none of the yachts 
were in need of assistance, except in the way of 
a little more wind. The Oneida went after the 
Wasp again. The crack forty-six-footer was at 
least six miles in the lead and to make matters 
worse the wind had freshened considerably, and 
she was bowling along at a great rate. The 
Oneida started to get to the finishing line first, 
and eventually she crossed the line a 
ahead of her rival. 

When the got under at Morris 
Cove, the outlook for a good day’s race was not 
very bright. It looked foggy outside @nd heavy 
clouds threatened to make it unpleasant.

The Oneida anchored off the breakwater 
shortly before 10 o’clock and promptly on the 
hour the preparatory signal was given.

HASTINGS A SURPRISE. 


Captures the Surf Stakes from Hand- 
spring by Three Lengths, 


As if in protest against the dissolution of the 
partnership between John Daly and Dave Gideon, 
two of the firm’s representatives—Hastings and 
Keenan—captured the Surf Stakes and the Tidal 
Stakes at Sheepshead Bay yesterday. The one was 
as unexpected as the announcement of the day 
previous that the stable to be dispersed, 
while Keenan’s handy victory in the Tidal Stakes 
it was hoped would persuade the two popular 
turfmer to forswear their determination. 

The dull, threatening weather interfered some- 
what with the attendance, which, owing to the 
three day’s inactivity in deference to the death of 
James G. K. Lawrence, had been ,expected to 
prove a bumper. As it was, a crowd of only 
passable dimensions put in an appearance. 

The Surf Stakes, for two-year-olds, was ap- 
parently at the mercy of Handspring, who, al- 
though he shouldered 125 pounds, seared every- 
thing away except- Gideon & Daly’s Hastings 
and the Blemton Stable’s Sagamore. After his 
brilliant victory in the Double Event, Handspring 
seemed to have the foot of every youngster in 
this section, and, as he had recently smothered 
little Declare in a trial, it was not surprising yes- 
terday to see plungers and punters, the whole fry 
of backers, in fact, fall head over heels to accept 
2 to 7, and later 1 to 4, about Phil Dwyer’s flier. 
Hastings’s owners thought their colt’s chances 
of winning hopeless, and advised their friends 
accordingly. He, however, was a strong order 
for the place, and several big bets were registered 
against his name at 1 to 4. Sagamore was dis- 
regarded altogether. 

‘The result was a staggerer. Handspring tried 
his usual tactics of racing in front and killing his 
field in the first quarter.

HOBART WINS FROM PIM 


An American at Last Defeats the 
~ English and Irish Champion. 


NEW-YORKERS PLAYED GOOD TENNIS 


Remarkably Steady, He Met Pim’s 
Rushes with Fine Driving, and 
Put the Englishmen on 


the Defensive. 


WEST NEWTON, Mass., June 26.—A 
great crowd visited the Neighborhood Club 
court to-day, the stands being packed, and 
great was the joy when the mighty Pim, 
champion of England and Ireland for years, 
lost his first match against an American 


player. Clarence Hobart did the job, and 
did it well, his brilliant game seldom show- 
ing to better advantage. 

Pim did not play as well as heretofore, for 
some unknown reason, but the crowd were 
perfectly satisfied with the result, and 
Hobart owns the town to-night. The New- 
Yorker to-day had what he usually lacks— 
steadiness—and his nerve was excellent, as 
he met-Pim’s rush in the first set with the 
grandest kind of driving. 

But Ireland is still on top, as the long- 
armed Mahony brought Hovey up with a 
round turn, after the latter had won a set. 
Mahony now has a clean lead, and Pim is 
second, in spite of his defeat. Neither of the 
foreign piayers will appear in singles, but 
they will appear in a match in doubles 
against the champion pair, Hobart and 
Hovey. The foreigners are expected to 
lose, as Hobart and Hovey play well to- 
gether, and probably will show better team 
work. 

The morning mateh was a tiresome af- 
fair, Chase pepping up lobs to Hovey for 
about an hour. When the Newton man 
smashed well, he scored games, but he made 
so many bad volleys that the Yale man 
easily won the deciding set. 

The Pim-Hobart match was the first of the 
afternoon matches. .Hobart won a close 
game to start with, mostly on _ errors, 
though Pim made three great places, one 
being a clean service ace. Then there was 
a great fight for nine games more, Hobart 
starting over his fast forehanders and Pim 
banging them back with equal speed. Ho- 
bart either led by the odd me or kept the 
score even up to 5—5, playing a daring 
game. He tried running in on the service, 
but a few clean passes by Pim sent him 
back, and he contented himself with pound- 
ing away at the Irishman’s back Frand. 
Pim’s strokes became weak after the tenth 
game, and Hobart ran two straight in fine 
style by fine placing.

Pim seemed to take his defeat with com- 
posure and declined to make excuses. He 
won 11 points on placing, 19 on outs, 27 on 
nets, and 1 on Hobart’s double fault, the 
New-Yorker placing 15 balls safely, and 
taking 29 on outs, 22 on nets, and 4 on 
Pim’s double faults. 

Mahoney played great tennis agerinst 
Hovey, and, after losing the first set, dis- 
appointed the crowd’s hopes of another 
American victory by playing so well at the 
net that he drove Hovey to lobbing tactics.

BER AGED HUSBAND MUST PAY 
HER $4,000 A YEAR. 


Their Courtship Was Short and also 
Their Muarricd Lifc—Dower Rights 
Signed Asay. 


A devree of limited divorce and $4,000 a 
year alimony hav- been awar-scd by Justice 
Lawrence of the Supreme Court to Mrs. 
Theresa C. Graham, in her suit against her 
septuagenarian husbard, John Graham, 
Who made a large fortune as a blacksmith 
ai.d real estate specylator. 

Mr. and Mrs. Graham were marzied crly 
five years ago. Mrs. Graham was a spinster 
of forty years at that‘time, and Mr. Gra- 
ham was a widower and sixty-five years 
old. They met at a church fair, and the 
courtship was very short. 

They lived happily together Zor over a 
year, when Mrs. Graham (discovered ttiat 
her husband was transferriag all his real 
estate to his daughter, the wife of Dr. J. 
N. McLaughlin, with whom Mr. Graham 
had lived previous to his second marriage. 
The property transferred included 157 West 
Twenty-first Street, 160 West Eighteenth 
Street, 109 West Forty-fifth Street, i150 West 
Twenty-first Street, 256:and 258 Seventh 

venue, and 217 West Forty-seventh f treet. 

Mrs. Graham thought this was strange, 
fn view of the fact that within a day or 
two of her marriage she had sigred a 
Paper which she subsequently learned was 
@ release of dower. Mr. Graham at that 
time, she declares, had offered ner $5,000 to 
sign the paper, but She told him that she 
‘would not take the money, as sre was not 
marrying him for money, but for love, and

A BIG FEE FOR M. J. MULQUEEN 


He Gets $15,000 as Counsel for the Re- 
ceiver of the Canal Street Bank. 


Judge Bugro of the Superior Coprt handed 
down a decision yesterday, allowing Michael 
J. Mulqueen, ex-Mayor Gilroy’s son-in-law, 
a fee of $15,000 for services rendered to 
Antonio Rasines, receiver of the Canal 
Street Bank. 

A number of the stockholders of the bank 
protested vigorously against this fee as 


being exorbitant, and when the receiver 
filed his report allowing it, they put in 
formal objections through counsel. espite 
this, however, the Court decides that the 
fee should be paid, with costs and an extra 
oe of $250, making a total of $16,- 


Of this sum, Mr. Mulqueen has already 
been paid $6,500, and the receiver, under 
the court’s order, will now pay over the 
balance. Judge Dugro also allowed the re- 
ceiver $4,451.29 as commissions, and $275 for 
stenographer’s fees. 

The depositors of the bank have so far 
received 90 per cent. of their claims. 


VERDICT AGAINST MILLINERS. 


The Watt Sisters Lose a Suit Against 
an Insurance Company. 


Catharine A. and Margaret Watt were 
accused yesterday of having attempted to 
swindle the Greenwich Fire Insurance Com- 


pany. 
Under the name of John Watt & Co. the 
two women carried on a millinery business 


at 249 Eighth Avenue. Their stock was 
insured for $2,600. Their place was burned 
out Jan. 7, 1893, and they declared that 
their goods had been damaged to the 
amount of $1,924.68. 

The insurance company refused to pay, 
upon the ground that the plaintiffs’ proofs 
of loss were fraudulently made. It was 
asserted that the amounts in the purchase 
books had been raised, and the assertion 
Was sustained by the testimony of David N. 
Carvalho, the handwriting expert. 

The milliners brought suit, and a jury in 
the Court of Common Pleas, before Judge 
Bookstaver, yesterday rendered a verdict 
against them.

THE POLICE AND POLICE COURTS. 


Since it was made certain that the ten- 
ure of office of the Tammany Police Jus- 
tices would cease at midnight on June 30, 
some of them have seemed anxious to 
make the public relief as great as possi- 
ble. Instead of so conducting themselves 
as to raise doubt as to the justice of 
terminating their official career and to 
produce sympathy for their efforts to pro- 
long it, they have behaved in a manner 
to convince everybody that the sooner 
they departed from the bench the better. 
They have been at some pains to show 
how important to the cause of police re- 
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'T torm it was to legislate them out of office | fect Aug. 


and to create an entirely new board of 
magistrates, 

It is a fact that the police courts can 
do more to obstruct or to promote the 
efficiency of the Police Department in the 
enforcement of the laws than any other 
agency in the whole system of municipal 
administration, and it is a matter of the 
utmost importance that the Police Com- 
mission and the police courts should be 
able and dispesed to work together. They 
used te werk together, with the results 
that were disclosed by the investigation 
of last year. When the Commissioners 
sold appeointments or divided them as po- 
litical spoils and shared in the profits 
that came from permitting violations of 
law out of which money could be made, 
the Police Justices worked in. entire har- 
mony with them. In those days arrests 
could be made with assurance that the 
desired discrimination would be exercised 
“in court.”” The “ pull’? would be sure 
to work. If the object was to bring the 
keepers of saloons or disorderly houses to 
they would be sure to come to 
The hand of the magistrate was 
on the screws. If a policeman went too 
far, he could be checked. If he did not 
understand his business, it could be 
taught him, The whole system of lax cr 
irregular enforcement of law, and of ex- 
tortion from those who were allowed to 
violate it, had its chief bulwark in the 
police courts. 

Since the head of the Police Depart- 
ment was changed and Commissioners 
were put in office whose purpose was to 
have the force do its full, duty, to main- 
tain discipline, and to have all the laws 
enforced impartially, the police courts, or 
some of them, have become an obstruc- 
tion. Officers who have done their duty 
under orders from those in authority 
have met with rebuff and rebuke, and ar- 
rested persons have been discharged re- 
gardless of evidence. The Police Board 
could never succeed in its purpose of 
holding the force to a high standard of 
efficiency and discipline and of enforcing 
the laws strictly, regardless of pothouse 
politicians and their “ pulls,” if the pres- 
ent police courts were to continue in ex- 
istence, 

There ig every reason to believe that 
the new magistrates, who will take pos- 
session of those courts next Monday 
morning, will co-operate heartily with the 
Police Department in completing the ref- 
ormation of the whole system of police 
administration in this city. These forces 
together can cleanse the city of the pol- 
lution which has been accumulating in 
years of Tammany rule, and can produce 
results which will fortify the resistance 
of all decent people to a return of that 
rule hereafter.

THE WAGES RECORD. 


We continue to-day our list of the in- 
creases of wages granted since the latter 
part of March, adding advances made 
by about 70 concerns to about 48,000 em- 
ployés. These totals do not include, how- 
ever, a considerable number of compa- 
nies or firms, and of workmen, affected 
by the agreements recently signed with 
respect to the wage scales in several 
branches of the iron and steel industry. 

We began to publish the list on April 
6, and installments of it appeared after- 
ward on April 15, April 22, May 3, May 
14, May 21, and June 5. In our news col- 
umns on the last-named date was pub- 
lished in compact form the entire list up 
to that time. 

Not all of the new scales proposed by 
the Amalgamated Association of Iron and 
Steel Workers have been accepted by the 
manufacturers, and the effect upon wages 
of those which have been accepted can- 
not be exactly ascertained, owing to the 
fact that they are sliding scales, based 
upon the selling prices of certain prod- 
ucts. The scale to be observed for one 
year from July 1 by the manufacturers 
of iron or steel sheets has been signed, 
and it is based upon the price of sheets, 
instead of upon the price of bar iron, as 
is the case under the old agreement. The 
workmen are to receive 2 per cent. of the 
increase in every 10 per cent. advance 
in the price. As the price of sheets has 
already advanced and in all probability 
will be increased, the new scale gives an 
increase of wages. This settlement af- 
fects 20,000 workmen, 

’ The tin-plate scale has been accepted, 
and it is* based upon the selling price of 
tin plate. There has been only a slight 
advance of this price, but the increased 
cost of the bars and of the steel sheets 
rolled from them will compel further ad- 
vances. ‘‘ Wages will remain the same 
as last year,’’ it is reported by the au- 
thorities, ‘‘except that twelve men in 
each mill will receive a slight addition.” 
But, as we have said, higher prices for 
tin plate will be accompanied by higher 
wages, under the terms of the agree- 
ment. This settlement affects 12,000 men. 

Our totals on June 5 were 278 compa- 
nies or firms and 184,000 employés. The 
additions set forth below increase the 
number of companies or firms to about 
348 and the number of employés affected 
to about 232,000. If the sheet and tin- 
plate workmen be added, the totals will 
be much larger. Several companies are 
included in the first of the following para- 
graphs:

These increases—with the exception of 
six, affecting less than 5 per cent. of the 
entire number of workmen—were granted 
voluntarily. It will be noticed that in 
two or three instances the increase re- 
ported was the second advance in the last 
six or seven weeks. This was the case 
at the furnaces of the great iron-pro- 
ducing district of the Mahoning and She- 
nango Valleys, -;where the full rate paid 
before the panic has been restored. 


It should be borne in mind that many 
employers, even in the textile industries, 
did not reduce wages during the period of 
depression. Our complete list shows that 
in many instances the old rate has been 
fully restored, and it is true that many 
an increase of 10 per cent. brings back 
the fuli scale of the early months of 
1898. We have published no record of 
the factories in which work has been re- 
sumed after a long period of idleness, or 
of those in which the number of em- 
ployés has recently been increased by 
large additions, but we could present a

THE STREETS AND THE CONTROL- 
LER, 

It is evident that Controller Fitch had 
an ungrateful task to perform in enter- 
ing his protest against the provision of 
enough mones to keep the streets clean. 
The Controller holds a brief, so to speak, 
in the Board of Estimate, against all the 
Mayor’s appointees and all their works, 
and it was in conformity with his gen- 
eral retainer that he had to object to 
Col. Waring getting what he wanted. At 
the same time his remarks showed a 
consciousness that cleanliness is popular 
and that filth is not, and his protest was 
mainly directed to the danger of increas- 
ing the appropriation for street cleaning 
as a precedent. It is 
wedge.” 

But really the Controller need not be 
troubled about the precedent. When the 
people of New-York, including the mem- 
bers of the Board of Estimate, are con- 
vinced that the money appropriated for 
an important public purpose has been 
spent with honesty and judgment, and 
that there is a deficit merely because the 
appropriation was insufficient, then the 
precedent set in this case fol- 
lowed. But under these conditions there 
is no danger that it will be abused. 

The fact is that the appropriation is in- 
sufficient because nobody knew what it 
cost to clean the streets of New-York 
and to keep them clean. The only way 
to ascertain the cost of that operation is 
to perform it, and Col. Waring is the first 
Commissioner of Street Cleaning who ever 
performed it. 
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We know what it cost to 
keep the streets from half clean to abom- 
inably dirty, or, rather, we did not know 
even that, for there was a suspicion that 
a large part of the money was diverted 
from the work of street cleaning to the 
work of supporting “‘ henchmen” of ward 
politicians in labor that could sometimes 
with difficulty be distinguished from idle- 
ness. But what it cost to keep the streets 
of New-York clean nobody knew until 
Col. Waring made the experiment. 

The Controller does not do himself jus- 
tice when he intimates that, with unlim- 
ited money to spend, “no particular abil- 
ity will be required to get great and ben- 
eficial results in any department.” This 
may be taken as implying that Col. War- 
ing’s predecessors were not less efficient 
than he, but only more scrupulous, and 
this is preposterous. The people do not 
want excuses for dirty streets; they want 
clean streets. A series of Commissioners 
have produced very plausible excuses, 
but Col. Waring is the only Commissioner 
who has produced clean It 
perhaps for that reason that the politi- 
cians regard him as a “theorist.’’ The 
Board of Estimate was quite right in con- 
as one of them said, that the 
public seems to like clean streets.

LORD SALISBURY’S STAFF. 
The members of the House of Com- 
mons whom Lord Salisbury has called to 
his Ministry, pending the new elections, 
are likely to retain the same places 
should the elections be favorable to their 
party. Two of them at least are distinct- 
ly men of more original strength than 
Lord Rosebery was able to gather around 
him, the Liberal leaders having been 
somewhat faded in the lustre of Mr. 
Gladstone’s long and splendid career. 
The man who is most in the public eye 
is Mr. Balfour. He, by the way, is not, 
as our bimetaHic friends declared he 
would be, Chancellor of the Exchequer, 
and his place of First Lord of the Treas- 
ury simply gives him the leadership of 
the House of Commons, for which he is 
admirably adapted. He will, however, 
have no direct influence on the financial 
policy of the Government, and if he had 
he would not be allowed to inject into it 
any of his academic notions on abstract 
finance. He is a philosopher of wide 
reading and habits of acute analysis, who, 
having applied the solvent of his acid 
skepticism to many of the pet ideas of 
literary England, went into politics with 
brilliant success. His convictions, though 
not so fluid as those of Mr. Gladstone, 
are sufficiently plastic for his new occu- 
pation, and his temper is a marvel of 
self-possession and energy. He has the 
air of saying to the English people: “‘ Pol- 
itics is of no more consequence than phi- 
losophy, and considerably less than golf, 
but our opponents are really too ridicu- 
loug for even the limited field of politics. 
We do not promise you great things. 
There is not much real greatness in the 
world, and you would not know it if we 
should offer it to you. But you can trust 
me and my colleagues for not making such 
a mess of it as the other fellows.”” And 
the secret of Mr. Balfour's popularity, 
which is great and of steady growth, is 
that the people have instinctive confi- 


planted since April 1 


dence in a man who has confidence in | 
himself and little in them. 
Mr, Chamberlain resembles Mr. Balfour 
in nothing but his imperturbable temper. 
He professes to be, and probably is, real- 
ly in earnest, and nothing is further from 
his desire than to underestimate the im- 
portance of politics or to seem to use 
principles or policies as pawns in the 
game of vote getting. In the old Liberal 
Party he was a radical, and he has dis- 
owned none of his radicalism. He is the 
champion of State Socialism in as ad- 
vanced a form as is consistent with Brit- 
ish ideas of property and its rights, not 
only as to ownership, but in the govern- 
ment of the State. He has transferred to 
Birmingham and extended largely in 
England the American idea of party man- 
agement by representative organization, 
and is probably more nearly a “ boss” 
than any other English politician. His 
“machine” is elaborate, vast, always in 
order, and works with tremendous effect. 
It differs from what we call by the same 
name here in that its force is from be- 
low up, from the mass of voters to the 
leaders, and not in the reverse sense. 
His power, which is greater than that of 
any Commoner in England now, is due to 
the fact that he unquestionably has the 
confidence of his constituency. He would 
not be averse to the use of patronage, but 
no one commands much of that in Eng- 
land, or of money, but that, though large- 
ly used, is of no such effect as here. He 
is, moreover, a2 man whose ambition is 
broad as well as intense, and, though he 
has not the art and does not seem to have 
the wish to make friends, he is a very 


strong man and may go much further. 
By their action in the “ing’s Bridge 
franchise matter, the Aldermen inade peo- 
ple doubt their honesty; the scheme for 
putting a light on every vehicle is calculated 
to make the sanity of the City Fathers a 
matter of no less uncertainty.

TO INSPECT AMERICAN STEAMERS 
Naval Constructor Fernald to See if They 
Fulfill the Requirements for Car- 
rying the Ocean Mail. 


WASHINGTON, June 26.—Secretary Her- 
bert has ordered Naval Constructor Fer- 
nald, stationed at the New-York Navy 
Yard, to inspect the steamers St. Louis, 
New-York, and Paris, at New-York, to de- 
termine whether they comply with the pro- 
visions of the Postal Subsidy act and Gov- 
ernmental regulations affecting the ocean 
mail service. As the owners of these ves- 
sels desire to take advantage of the act 
of Congress and enter into a contract to 
carry the mails from New-York to Ant- 
werp, touching at Southampton fifty-two 
times a year for ten years, it is necessary 
to determine whether they fill the required 


conditions of first-class vessels of 8,000 
tons, capable of maintaining a twenty-knot 
speed at sea in ordinary weather. 

Constructor Fernald’s immediate object 
will be to learn whether the vessels are 
readily convertible into auxiliary cruisers 
and are prepared to mount four six-inch 
rapid-fire guns, weighing, with carriages 
and appurtenances, nearly 30,000 pounds 
each. Subsequently the ships will be speed- 
ed at sea in the presence of a naval board, 
Among the provisions of the contract, each 
of these ships will be compelled to take as 
apprentices at least one American-born boy 
under twenty-one years of age, for each 
1,000 tons of displacement, and these boys 
must be educated in the duties of seaman- 
ship, and will rank as petty officers and 
receive reasonable pay for their services. 

It is likely that several naval officers of 
high rank will take advantage of a clause 
in the new law, that enables them to volun- 
teer for service on these vessels, continuing 
on furlough pay and receiving increased 
compensation from the company. As soon 
as the steamer St. Paul is ready, she will 
also be inspected and the contract put into 
operation,

Mr, Balfour proceeds to say: ‘* This is 
mot the occasion to explain in detail the 
policy which, if a Unionist majority is re- 
turned to the next Parliament, the Unionist 
Government will pursue. Such a policy 
could not be attempted with eredit and 
honor in fhe present position of the parties 
in the House of Commons. It must, there- 
fore, be left to a happier period to illus- 
trate the principles we have always main- 
tained, that it is not by destroying ancient 
institutions or by restless manipulation of 
the constitutional machinery that imperial 
security and domestic progress can be most 
surely attained.”’ J 

Mr. Chamberlain to-day issued an ad- 
dress to his constitutents in West Bir- 
mingham. Its tenor is similar to that of 
Mr. Balfour’s address. The new Colonial 
Secretary emphasizes the necessity of dis- 
solving Parliament at the earliest time 
possible. He blames the Liberals for not 
dissolving Parliament. 

He adds that the policy of the new Gov- 
ernment cannot be suitably discussed until 
after the dissolution, but he declares that 
the Unionists are absolutely agreed, if the 
elections place them in power, to lay aside 
the wild projects of constitutional change 
and destructive legislation forming the 
staple proposals of the last Government and 
to devote their principal attention to con- 
structive measures and social reforms. 

At the same time they will be prepared 
to maintain the defensive resources of the 
empire, and to seek by all legitimate means 
to extend British influence and commerce 
in the vast regions under the British flag. 

Mr. Chamberlain will make no futrher 


address to the electors previous to his 
nomination. 

Inquiries show that the appointment of 
the Right Hon. Joseph Chamberlain as Sec- 
retary of State for the Colonies is met with 
great satisfaction in colonial circles. Mr. 
Chamberlain has always been favorably 
disposed toward the colonies, and recognizes 
the importance of strengthening and devel- 
oping their resources. : 

The various colonial agents in London are 
making arrangements to visit and take 
leave of the Marquis of Ripon, the retiring 
Colonial Secretary.

LONDON, June 26.—The Daily News will 
to-morrow say that when Mr. Campbell- 
Bannerman, Secretary of State for War in 
the retiring Government, returned to his 
home Tuesday after presiding at a meet- 
ing of the Committee of the Unemployed, 
he found standing on the pavement a man 
who asked him for his official seals. 

Mr. Campbell-Bannerman did not know 
his accoster, but, on inquiring who he was, 
learned that he was Mr. McDonnell, Lord 
Salisbury’s secretary. The retiring War 
Minister suggested that the conversation 
be continued indoors, whereupon Mr. Mc- 
Donnell repeated his silly and imperti- 
nent message. 

Mr. Campbell-Bannerman refused to de- 
liver the seals, saying that he had re- 
evived them from the Queen, and would 
surrender them to her Majesty when he 
Was commanded to do so, 

The Daily News, commenting on the cir- 
cumstance, will say: 

“Lord Salisbury’s action violated prece- 
dent and decency. It is only when a Min- 
ister is dismissed for misconduct, or bad be- 
havior has disqualified him from admission 
to the presence of the soverneign, that such 
a course as that followed by Lord Salisbury 
is adopted.”’ 

The paper, which is the organ of the Lib- 
erals, will say it understands that the 
Queen took official leave of Lord Rosebery 
Jast Sunday at Windsor Castle very gra- 
ciously. She intimated that under no pre- 
vious Government had the arrangements in 
which she was personally concerned been 
better made.

CHANGED THEIR MINDS AS TO SCHOOLS 


Brooklyn Board of Estimate 


Raises the Appropriation. 


The 


The members of the Brooklyn Board of 
Sstimate who cut down the requisition for 
teachers’ salaries Tuesday, thereby making 
necessary a cut in the salaries, learned 
yesterday that they had taken a step that 
was not popular, and hastened to redeem 
themselves. 

Nelson J. Gates, a member of the Board 
of Education, appeared before the Board af 
Estimate and said he did not believe that 
the salaries of the teachers in the Girls’ 
High School could be reduced without im- 
pairing the efficiency of the work. 

“ Before the galaries were raised, a year 
or so ago, we tost some of our best teach- 
ers because they were offered better, posi- 
tions in instifutions in other cities,” said 
Mr. Gates. ‘‘So we found it necessary to 
raise salaries, and we do not think they are 
excessively high. 

‘““My own judgment is, if it is thought 
that Brooklyn cannot support higher educa- 
tion, why, we had better abandon, the schools 
than impair the work by reducing salaries 
and employing a poorer grade of teachers.” 

The board decided to allow to the Board of 
Education $1,874,833, the amount asked for, 
less $45,000 for ‘‘ anticipated ’’ salaries. The 
total amount for all purposes asked for 
by the Board of Education was $2,865,744, 
and the Board of Estimate allowed $2,564,- 
263. 

The board also allowed $2,279,900 for the 
Police Department. 


SUICIDE OF A BROKER 


Louis M. Cornish of the Consolidated 
Exchange Shoots Himself. 


Louis M. Cornish, a broker, thirty-five 
years old, residing at 26 West One Hundred 
and Twenty-first Street, committed suicide 
early yesterday morning with a revolver. 

The cause of suicide was not explaimed. 
Cornish owned the house in which he re- 
sided. It is worth $30,000. His means were 
supposed to be ample, as he inherited a 
competence from his father, who died two 
years ago, leaving a fortune in Brooklyn 
real estate. Cornish had desk room in the 
office of the Yuma Improvement Company, 


of which his brother-in-law, Cole Saun- 
ders, is President, at 2 Wall Street. It was 
Said there that he had not been at his 
desk since Friday, when he seemed in 
good health and spirits. It was thought 
possible that speculation may have wor- 
ried him, as he is believed to have sarned 
a great quantity of wheat at prices near 
the top. 

Mr. Cornish had been a member of the 
Consolidated Exchange for ten years, a 
member of the Harlem Club, and a Free 
Mason.

Praise of Its\Practical Utility by the 
Prince of Wales. 


INTEREST IN AMERICAN DELEGATES 


Bryce Alludes to Electric Tractionand 


Systems of the United States 


—Reception at Foreign 


Office, 


LONDON, June 26.—The Prince of Wales 
shortly after 3 o’clock this afternoon farm- 
ally opened the International Railway 
Congress in the Imperial Institute, Keasitc- 


ton. There were present S00 delegates 
from all parts/of the world. 

The American delegates were grouped 
in a body near the front of the hall, with 
the Stars and Stripes floating over their 
heads. Near the American flag were an 
Italian banner and emblems from West 
Africa and Natal. 

Sir Charles Tupper, Canadian High Com- 
missioner in London, oceupied a reserved 
seat near the front of the hall. 

Before the Prince of Wales arrived all 
the delegates and other persons present, 
including a half dozen ladies, were photo- 
graphed. When the Prince entered the 
hall at about 3:15 o’clock he was received 
with cheers, and all present rose to their 
feet. His Royal Highness acknowledged 
the greeting by bowing smilipgly in all 
directions, He was attired in black oat 
and white hat, and wore a brilliant bouton- 
niére. 

In his address 
Prinee said: 


“I discharge with pleasure the important 
duty of opening this congress on behalf of 
her gracious Majesty the Queen, who 
takes the greatest interest in the discussion 
of matters so closely affecting the welfare 
of her dominions, and I am glad on my 
own behalf of the opportunity to @xpress 
my deep appreciation to the railway uu- 
thorities, at home and abroad, of their un- 
failing courtesy and the facilities they have 
afforded me on many journeys.” 

His Royal Highness then, in a few well- 
chosen words, welcomed to England the 
delegates from the Continental States and 
from both Continents of America, and con- 
tinued: 

“Tt is now nearly sixty years, since the 
opening of the first railway. We heve 
fitly met to-day to show our interest in an 
industry which probably more than any 
other has enhanced the wealth, prosperity, 
and commerce of the world, and has tend- 
ed to promote international friendship ané 
universal good will. 

“The lat congress,- which was held in 
St. Petersburg in 1892, was made memorable 
by the splendid hospitality and ardent en- 
couragement given to the delegates and the 
objects they represented by the late lament- 
ed Emperor Alexander III. of Russia. We 
cannot promise you in England the beauties 
of Italy or the gayeties of Paris, but we 
can show you our great centres of industry, 
Manchester, Liverpool, Cardiff, Crewe, &c., 
where useful knowledge may be acquired 
and where you may see examples of our 
most beneficial work.’’ 

His Royal Highness said he would venture 
to say that even to his friends from the 
United States, a country owning nearly half 
of the railway mileage of the world, and 
also to the delegates from India and the 
British colonies, whose rapid and successful 
railway development deserved the utmost 
commendation, 

He reviewed the programme of the con- 
gress, praising in the highest terms its 
practical utility, and concluded his remarks 
by expressing thehopethat he would be able, 
through the proceedings and associations or 
the congress, to extend his scientific and 
technical knowledge, and also to establish 
the foundation of many pleasant and endur- 
ing friendships. 

The Prince's address was loudly cheered. 

Mr. Dubois, speaking on behalf of the 
Continental delegates, made a reply in 
French, expressing thanks for the hearti- 
ness of their welcome. 

Mr. James Bryce, President of the Board 
of Trade, expressed to the Prince of Wales 
the thanks of the delegates for his Royal 
Highnegs’s presence. Then, addressing him- 
self to the delegates, he alluded to the 
changes in,the Government which were 
just now taking place, and assured them 
that it mattered not what party was in 
power, every one would do his best to make 
the visit of the delegates pleasant and 
profitable. 

Referring to the United States, Mr. Bryce 
said the delegates might learn a great 
deal therefrom in regard to electric traction, 
and they would be able also to obtain a 
vast amount of interesting data from the 
delegates controlling the great railway sys- 
tems of that country, which were brougnt 
into frequent and sometimes delicate rela- 
tions with the civil authorities whose dis- 
tricts these railways traversed, and whose 
prosperity thereby was materially in- 
creased. 

The Prince of Wales will attend the re- 
ception which will be given to the delegates 
at the Foreign Office to-night by Mr. Bryce. 
All the American delegates will be present. 

In the course of the sittings of the con- 
gress Sir Charles Tupper, Canadian High 
Commissioner, will read a paper on the 
development of railways in Canada, tracing 
their influence upon the country’s economic 
progress, especially in the Provinces west 
of Lake Superior. 

Among those present at 
given to-night by Mr. Bryce in honor of 
the delegates were the Prince of \vales, 
the Shahzada, Nasr Ulla Khan, tke Duke 
of Saxe-Coburg and Gotha, (the Duke of 
Edinburgh,) the Duke of Cambridge, the 
Duke and Duchess of Fife, Lord Herschell, 
the Lord High Chancellor, Lord Rosebery, 
and Earl and Countess Spencer. ‘the re- 
ception was very largely attended. 

Prominent among the forty rathway ofhi- 
cials from the United States at the cor- 
gress are the chiefs of the American Rail- 
way Association, H. S. Haines, President: 
Eben B, Thomas, Vice President, and Will- 
iam F. Allen, Secretary.

Max Glueckman, Charged with Arson, 
a Prisoner. 


WITH HIM IS ADOLPH HIRSCHKOPF 


Their Testimony, It Is Believed, Will 
Lead to the Conviction of 
Many Alleged Incen- 


diaries. 


* The conviction of all the arson conspira- 
tors and their allies who are in custody 
and those who may be arrested appears to 
be assured by the coming of Adolph Hirsch- 


kopf and Max Glueckman into the control 
of Acting District Attorney Vernon M. 


Davis. 

These men were passengers on the Red 
steamer Rhynland yesterday from 
Antwerp, under the names of Hart and 
Percher, and there is little doubt that Mr. 
Davis employed Hirschkopf to lure his fel-

he is looked upon as a witness for the peo- 
ple. Glueckman is said to have been known 
in the erson combination as the ‘ toucher 
off,” being empioyed, after preparations 
were made to defraud the insurance com- 
panies, to set fire to buildings. In such a 
capacity he was directly responsible, ‘t is 
charged, for the incendiarism in Louis Gor- 
don’s shirt manufactory at 21 Walker 
Street, nearly a year ago. * 

Acting District Attorney Davis knew that 
Hirschkopf and Glueckman were passengers 
on the Rhynland, and he arranged so that 
it was impossible for them to elude de- 
tention on the arrival of the vessel at this 
port. The Custom House authorities were 
notified to look out for ‘“‘Hart” and 
* Percher,’”’ of whom full descriptions were 
given, as diamond smugglers, and Detective 
Sergeants Reilly and Von Gerichten were 
detailed to watch the vessel’s passengers at 
the Barge Office and arrest the men. 

The detectives had little trouble in finding 
and securing their prisoners, as the Custom 
House officers had already picked them out 
from among the passengers and searched 
them. Nothing that was contraband was 
found in their possession. They were sur- 
rendéred to the detectives, who took them 
to Police Headquarters, and after Acting 
Chief Detective McClusky had taken their 
records, they were sent to the District At- 
torney’s office. 

Hirschkopf said he was a broker and thir- 
ty-three years old, and Glueckman said he 
was a shoemaker and twenty-eight years 
od. They had only a small amount of 
money, their joint capital and their ward- 
robes being carried in satchels. 

At the Criminal Court Building the pris- 
oners were kept in the detectives’ room un- 
til Mr. Davis called for Hirschkopf and sent 
him to the House of Dtention. 

Glueckman was arraigned before Judge 
Fitzgerald in Part I. of the Court of Gen- 
eral Sessions, on a bench warrant issued by 
Recorder Goff last March, when the same 
official signed a warrant for Hirschkopf. 

The cHarge against Glueckman was arson 
in the third degree in setting fire to the 
Gordon place. ‘The prisoner said he had no 
money and no counsel, and Judge Fitzger- 
ald, in committing him to the Tombs, said 
he would assign a lawyer to look after lis 
interests. 3ail was not talked of. 

Until Mr. Davis tells the story of his 
action in the matter, and he would not talk 
on the subject yesterday, the publie must 
accept an unofficial version of the disap- 
pearance of Hirschkopf and Glueckman. 
Hirschkopf had made an important confes- 
sion, which was substantiated by the_in- 
former Milch, who betrayed Glueckman as 
the ‘‘ toucher-off’”’ of the combination, and 
Was sure of immunity when he disappeared. 
and the rumor was industriously circulated 
that he had been made away with by “ the 
gang’’ for ‘** peaching.”’ 

Glueckman also had disappeared, but the 
story about him was probably true. I[t was 
that he had learned of the peril he was 
in, and eluded the officer who had the war- 
rant for his arrest by only a few ‘hours. 
When Mr. Davis cares to tell the story, 
he will no doubt say that he and Fire 
Marshal Mitchel arranged that Hirschkopf 
should gain Glueckman’s entire confidence 
and then invent an excuse for their re- 
turning to America together. : 

There are many reasons for supposing 
that Hirschkopf was constantly in commu- 
nication with Mr. Davis or the Fire Marshal 
and that he informed them that he and 
Glueckman would arrive on the Rhynland. 
It is said that Hirschkopf’s scheme to lure 
Glueckman back to this country was a plot 
to burn a house for insurance money, the 
reward to the incendiaries to be a liberai 
one. A confederate, in the pay of the New- 
York authorities, it is said, posed as the 
merchant who wanted the burning done, 
and was a fellow-passenger on the steamer 
with Hirschtopf and Glueckman. 

Hirschkopf must at present be considered 
safe as a witness for the people. If a rumor 
at the District Attorney’s office yesterday is 
true, Glueckman envies him, and is willing 
to tell all he knows on the same conditions. 
Mr. Davis would not deny that Glueckman 
is willing to be an informer, but he said 
that it was his intention to convict and 
punish the prisoners. Of Hirschkopf’s fut- 
ure and his importance as a witness in 
eases that have not yet been made public, 
Mr. Davis would not talk. 

Koppel Friedland, who was arrested at 7 
West One Hundred and LFighteenth Street 
on Saturday and indicted for arson on Mon- 
day, was arraigned to ge before Judge 
Fitzgerald yesterday. e was tearful at 
the bar, and his lawyer asked to have the 
amount of his bail, $10,000, reduced. Judge 
Fitzgerald, on learning that Judge Allison 
decided on this amount, denied the appli- 
eation, and Friedland was taken back to 
the Tombs. 

Morris Weiner was indicted yesterday by 
the General Sessions Grand Jury for perjury 
before Justice Ryan in the case of Morris 
Schoenholz, the insurance broker, now in 
jail. The perjury was committed, it is 
said, when Schoenholz was first arrested, 
and, owing to Weiner’s testimony, was dis- 
charged, only to be rearrested. 

At the meetings of the Fire Commission- 
ers yesterday no action was taken in regard 
to Fire Marshal Mitchel or his bureau. 
Both were discussed at the morning and 
evening sessions, and it was announced that 
nothing will be done until the Commission- 
ers shall have had a conference with the 
special committee of five from the New- 

ork Board of Fire Underwriters. The date 
for this conference has not been decided on. 

Although no action has been taken, plans 
fn regard to the Marshal’s bureau have been 
fully canvassed and the Commissioners are 
almost ready to act. They feel that it is 
necessary, however, to leawe everything in 
abeyance until the views of the underwrit- 
ers are given, and after that much will de- 
pend on Mr. Mitchel’s disposition of what 
may be regarded as charges against him, 
namely, his retention of Frank and Lenz, 
his treatment of the west side fires, and his 
attitude toward the Police Depdrtment. 
There was a rumor yesterday that the Com- 
missioners might call on Mr. Mitchel to ex- 
plain his career in connection with evidence 
adduced by the Senate committee of which 
J. Sloat Fassett was Chairman. 
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FIREMAN GALLIGAN DISMISSED. 


Commissioners Not Well Disposed To- 
ward Secret Organizations, 


The Fire Commissioners yesterday dis- 
posed of the case of Fireman John F. Gal- 
ligan of Engine Company, No. 12, which 
has been under consideration for a couple 
of weeks. 

As related in The New-York Times, Fore- 
man John H. White, the Stephenson Med- 
a@llist for 1894, charged Galligan with out- 
rageously insubordinate conduct on June 
8. Part of the specifications declares that 
Galligan called to his comrades “to look 
at the Captain; he is drunk.” 

‘Galligan retaliated by insisting that his 
commander went in uniform to a Pearl 
Street saloon on June 3 and drank freely 


on two occasions, being once with Fore-

Any fireman in this department who Gesires to 
come before this board and tell the truth, no 
matter who is affected by his story, whether it 
be a Chief, a Captain, or a Lieutenant, or @ 
brother fireman, will be absolutely protected in 
whatever he may say, if he tells the truth, AS 
the President of the board has well said: Ot- 


ficers and men are on an exact and equal foot- 
ing in this trial room.’’ Neither firemen nor of- 
ficers need fear the effect of any story they may 
have to tell, provided it is true. 

But the board will visit with the severest sort 
of condemnation anything like a conspiracy on 
the part of officers to ‘ pound "’ or .ruin. fire- 
men, or a conspiracy on the part of firemen to 
bring charges against their officers. Both things 
are absolutely outrageous, and this board can 
be depended on to punish with the severest penal- 
ties any man or set of men found guilty of 
doing those things. 

And the board also trusts that the feeling that 
seems to have arisen between the organization 
of the officers and the organization of the men 
may cease. If it does not cease it will be the 
duty of the board to take cognizance of these 
organizations, and, if necessary, abolish ther, 
We do not want secret organizations to imperil 
the good order of this department, and it makes 
no difference whether it be an organization of 
officers or an organization of men. 

After a session of the board, these de- 
cisions were announced: Fireman Galligan, 
guilty, and dismissed from the department; 
allegations against Foreman White with- 
out foundation. Galligan was appointed 
April 22, 1894, 


WILL REPAIR THE CAPITAL 


American Insurance Company Will Restore 
the Surplus of $200,000 and Con- 
tinue Business. 


Assurances were given yesterday by the 
management of the American Insurance 
Company that the impairment of capital re- 
ported by the State Insurance Department 
would be corrected, that the surplus of 
$200,000 would be restored, and that the 
company would continue its business finan- 
cially well equipped. 

In conformity with this intention, the 
company issued the following statement yes- 


terday: 

Mr. David Adee, for many years President of 
the American Fire Insurance Company, having 
retired in April, 1895, on account of ill health, 
Mr. Frederick W. Downer was chosen President 
pro tem, He demanded an investigation into the 
affairs of the company, being already aware of 
irregularities. 

An expert was engaged, and it was deemed 
best to call upon the Insurance Department. The 
result of these two examinations nearly coin- 
cided, showing an impairment of about 18 per 
cent. 

All outstanding risks, with two exceptions, were 
reinsured in the Phenix Insurance Company of 
Brooklyn anterior to May 16, and $600,000 pre- 
mium paid therefor, so the American is relieved 
of these liabilities, besides being benefited by the 
substantial amount received as a bonus for the 
business. Some agencies and certain classes of 
risks have been discontinued, and the company is 
in good shape for continuing a successful busi- 
ness. 

Since May 16. up to which time reinsurance 
was made in the Phenix, $75,000 of premiums 
have been written and only $1,600 loss incurred. 
The company now has $325,000 of unimpaired 
capital, and its assets are represented by cash 
and good securities, and when the requirement 
of the Superintendent of Insurance for the re- 
turn of $60,000 unauthorized dividends is com- 
plied with, it will nearly, if not quite, restore 
the full capital to $400,000. There are no lia- 
bilities except what can be met by the uncol- 
lected premiums. 

It is intended immediately to restore the cap- 
ital to $400,000 and increase the surplus to $200,- 
000, and to place an experienced underwriter in 
the Presidency, but the requirement of the Super- 
intendent may cause some delay in perfecting 
and arranging plans under the new conditions. 

Superintendent Pierce of the Insurance 
Department said he saw no reason why the 
company might not go on, It would be a 
calamity to the insurance business if it 
were to discontinue. The trouble had come 
from leaving the management to subor- 
dinates. This was easily to be corrected. 

President Downer felt confident that the 
company would be put in good shape again 
at to-morrow’s meeting of the Directors.

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DECIDES FOR THE FATHER 


Referee Hall Says that Mrs. Nare’s 
Accusations Were Unfounded. 


MR. PLUMB'S ACCOUNTS WERE RIGHT 


Instead of Owing His Daughter 


Money, a Balance Is Due Him— 
Big Costs of a Seven: 


Year Suit. 


James Neale Plumb seems to have had 
a particularly bitter experience of filial 
ingratitude, according to a report filed 
yesterday in the Surrogate’s office by ex- 
Judge Ernest Hall, as referee. For seven 


years Mr. Plumb has been contending be- 
fore Judge Hall against accusations made 
by his daughter, Mrs. Ramsey Nares, who 
charged him with having squandered $60,- 
000 belonging to her as part of her moth- 
er’s estate. After taking over 900,000 words 
of testimony, at a cost of $10,000, Judge 
Hall finds that these charges are utterly 
without foundation. In his report, the 
referee pays the father this high tribute: 

He has supplied the place of both parents. His 
intersourse with his children was most affection- 
ate, and partook more of the refined nature of a 
woman than the harsher nature of a man. Noth- 
ing which ingenuity could suggest or money pur- 
chase was neglected, and, in fact, he watched 
over them and cherished and cared for them 
in a way to commend itself as an example to 
others left in similar circumstances. 

He never allowed his daughters to meet any 
man or woman except of unblemished reputa- 
tion, and never associated with questionable per- 
sons himself. In fact, he led the life of a gen- 
tleman feeling the weight of responsibility cast 
upon him to bring up and educate his children 
in a manner to do justice to their antecedents 
and expectations, and gave himself up singly to 
that task. . 

Of Mrs. Nares, who is the wife of an 
Englishman and lives in Surrey, and her 
sister, Miss Sarah Lenita Plumb, who testi- 
fied against her father before the referee, 
Judge Hall says: 

The correspondence that has been put in evi- 
dence shows conclusively that these daughters 
held their father’s love as their Cearest posses- 
sion. They dould not bear to be separated from 
him even for short periods of iime. Their con- 
tinued and urgent desire, expressed to him in 
letters, was his return to them and their hcme, 
which they considered empty without him. In 
short, it would be almost impossible to conceive 
a stronger or more deep-seated love and devotion 
than is displayed by this petitioner in her letters 
to her father. 

If their testimony is to be believed, this seem- 
ing love and devotion was a hollow sham and a 
mockery, and all the time trat they were ap- 
parently lavishing all their affection and filial 
endearments upon their father, they had no 
love and respect for him, and believed ie was not 
treating them as he should, and was unkind and 
unjust to them. 

But it is quite beyond human belief that the 
testimony of these daughters regarding their 
relations with their father can be true in any re- 
spect; no young -lady, brought up us _ these 
were, could, by any conceivable posalbility, have 
carried on for years in personal intercourse and 
correspondence a deceit so base and ignoble, and 
I am forced to the conclusion that their evidence 
is colored in an attempt to justify to themselves 
their wholly unwarranted course of conduct to 
their father. 


The bitterness of the struggle between 
father and daughter is shown by the fact 
that Mrs. Nares attacked one item in 
the accounting amounting to $2.50, in the 
clearing up of which testimony was taken 
that involved an expenditure of over $200. 

Mr. Plumb alleges that his daughter’s 
feelings were turned against him by her 
husband, who, he declares, gained a pecul- 


iar ascendancy over her almost from the 
day she met him, in Southampton, Eng- 
land, where Mr. Plumb and his daughter 
were living at the time in Norfolk House. 

Mr. Plumb was left a widower’ in 1877. 
His wife, the daughter of Abram Ives, of 
this city, died in Paris, leaving hira with 
three children, the two daughters and a 
son, James Ives Plumb. From her father, 
Mrs. Plumb inherited the income of $600,- 
000. On her death, under the terms of 
the will of Abram Ives, her son, James 
Ives Plumb, came in for the income from 
200,000, and real estate which yielded 
5,000 yearly additional. He was then fif- 
teen years of age. The contestant, then 
Marie Jeannette Plumb, came in for the 
income from a similar amount, and for 
$67,000 absolutely, and the youngest child, 
Sarah Lenita, who was not born when 
Mr. Ives, died, was given $118,000 absolute- 
ly, this sum having been saved for }:er by 
her mother. 

The father was appointed guardian for 
the infant children, and all the income from 
the combined estates of the children was 
or in his charge, to expend, so as to 

eep them in the manner that thev had 
been used to living. 

Prior to the death of Mrs. the 
referee says, Mr. Plumb was a man of 
eine } gg oe ag the any lived in New- 

or n great luxury and expended from 
$40,000 to $50,000 a year. But at the time 
of the death of his viife Mr. Plumb met 
with losses that made it impossible to sup- 
port the family out of his own income. 

When the son and younger daughter 
came of age they accepted their father’s 
accounting without protest. But Miss 
Plumb left her fathar when her elder sister 
got married, and did everything she could 
to hel her in the case.

IN M'LAUGHLIN'S BEHALF 


Attempt to Have the ex-Inspector Re- 
leased on Bail. 


THE MOTION HEARD BY JUDGE GAYNOR 


A Certificate of Reasonable Doubt Is 
Desired—The Court Expected 


“to Announce Its De- 


cision Monday. 


NEWBURG, N. Y., June 26.—Judge 
Gaynor occupied the bench at the Court 
House to-day, for the purpose of hearing 
an application for a certificate of reasonable 


doubt in the case of Police Inspector Mc- 
Laughlin of New-York, convicted of the 
crime of extortion, and sentenced to two 
and a half years’ imprisonment at Sing 
Sing, 

McLaughlin’s interests were represented 
by Col. James, Gen. Horatio C. King, 
Abram T. Elkus, W. W. Wilson, and Ed- 
ward McCall. From the District Attorney’s 


office were Judge Rollins, Bartow  S. 
Weeks, and George Perkins. Col. James 
began the argument, saying: 

We are here in the action of the people against 
Willlam W. McLaughlin, Inspector of Police, to 
apply for a certificate of reasonable doubt 48 
to whether the judgment of conviction will stand. 
The indictment against Inspector McLaughiin 
was found March 18, 1895. It contained five 
counts, four of which charged him with the 
crime of bribery. The fifth charged him with 
the crime of extortion. The fact or facts upon 
which the five counts were credited constituted 
a single transaction, alleged to have occurred 
Nov. 21, 1891. The accuser before the Grand 
Jury was Francis W. Seagrist, Jr., dealer in sec- 
ond-hand building materials, a part of whose 
occupation was taking down or demolishing build- 
ings in New-York. It was charged in four counts 
of the indictment that Seagrist paid $50 tor 


McLaughlin as a bribe to omit or forego the ; 


performance of his official duty in enforcing laws 
and ordinances affecting Seagrist and his men 
in doing the work of taking down buildings. It 
was charged in the fifth count of the indictment 
that McLaughlin extorted this $50 from Seagrist 
by wrongful use of fear induced by threats to 
do unlawful injury to the property by interfer- 
ing with the job. To that indictment the defend- 
ant pleaded not guilty, arf April 15 last was set 
for his trial. The trial was to occur in_the 
Court of Oyer and Terminer before Justice Bar- 
nard. From April 15 until May 9 the court was 
occupied every day from 10 o'clock in the morn- 
ing to 6 o’clock in the evening trying to obtain 
a jury. Some three weeks and four days were oc- 
cupied in procuring a jury for that trial. In that 
procedure something over 1,500talesmen were sum- 
moned and 500 or 600 examined. Great numbers 
of them were rejected. The trial before this 
jury occupied but two days, and resulted in a 
disagreement, being ten for conviction and two 
for acquittal The proceedings which pre- 
ceded the discharge of that jury were perhaps 
the most extraordinary that ever took place be- 
fore the Court of Oyer and Terminer. The 
jurors in the minority accused those in the ma- 
jority of threatening them with State prison if 
they did not agree with the majority In convic- 
tion. 

Col. James gave a detailed history of the 
proceedings in court leading to the second 
trial, telling how motions were made for 
a removal of the place of tria) and for a 
stay. He spoke of the hurried action in 
obtaining the second trial as indecent haste, 
and referred in severe terms to the proced- 
ure of the courts, such as having two courts 
in session at the same time, giving a de- 
fendant no time to catch his breath before 
being hurried from one court to the other. 
Col. James enlarged upon this jury feature 
of the case, contending that the prosecution 
had exhausted all of the challenges of the 
defense, so as to enable the prosecution to 
secure a biased jury. He then took up dif- 
ferent portions of the testimony as offered 
at the trial, and endeavored to prove that 
a certificate of reasonable doubt should be 
granted, so that bail might be secured for 
McLaughlin, pending an appeal of the case. 

Col. James spoke for three hours. 

Judge Rollins said he complained of the 
complaint of Col. James that summary 
action had been taken on the part of the 
prosecution to endeavor to obtain relief. 
Col. James had taken almost no part in the 
selection of jurors for the first trial. ‘That 
was left almost entirely to the other coun- 
sel in the case. The same course was pur- 
sued on the second as on the first trial, 
except in regard to the exercise of chal- 
lenges. 

‘Attention was called to the provisions cf 
the code in regard to the change of venue. 
The Judge to whom the preliminary ap- 

lication is made has nothing to do with 
Paine the time of the trial. It is the court 
before whom the application itself for a 
change of venue must be made, and not 
the Judge before whom the preliminary ap- 
plication is made. As soon as notice was 
served on the District Attorney that the 
application would be heard in the Supreme 
Court, jurisdiction of that court in the 
premises was completed. 

Referring to the contention of the de- 
fense in this matter, Judge Rollins said: 
“The code never meant such nonsense, 
injustice, and indecency as that.” 

The application came up before Judge In- 
graham. Objection was made that he had 
no jurisdiction in the premises. The Court 
decided that the trial should go on, and 
it went on. Counsel argued at length in 
favor of the validity of the fifth count in 
the indictment, which has been called in 
question. The offense might just as well 
have been committed by a person who was 
not an officer of the police as by a Police 
Captain. It is set forth as simple extor- 
tion. It was proved that the defendant 
was able to accomplish the extortion by 
the power of his office, just as another 
might have effected it by the power of his 
wealth or his position. Instead of having 
been a Captain of Police, he might as well 
have been a President of an insurance 
company, or a railroad, or a Vanderbilt, 
or an Astor, and brought about the re- 
sults for which the man was brought be- 
fore the bar of the court and for which 
he was convicted. 

Extended argument was also made by 
Judge Rollins in support of the contention 
that the jury was fairly drawn and that 
no provision of the code had been contra- 
vened in its selection. Nobody was ex- 
cluded from the jury for lack of intelligence 
who ought not to have been excluded. 


At the conclusion of Judge Rollins’s ar-- 


gument the Court took the papers and re- 
served decision. which will probably be 
announced Monday.

RATE CUTTING TROUBLES 


The East-bound Freight Situations 
Cat in. Passenger Rates. 


Wall Street rumor bore to the ears of the 
railroad men yesterday the cheering news 
that J. Pierpont Morgan proposed to take 
a hand in settling the east-bound freight 
rate troubles. The situation is steadily 
growing moresand more serious in trunk 
line territory, and the managers of the 
roads that are in no way responsible for 
the rate cutting are greatly vexed because 
the railroads are losing the benefits of a 
healthy improvement in general business. 

One of the trunk line managers said? 
“It looks to me as if the railroads were 
simply throwing money away. The pres- 
ent condition of affairs is inexcusable. The 
tendency of rates should be upward, and 
not downward. West-bound business is get« 
ting better, and there is no good reason 
why the east-bound traffic should not be 
in an equally good condition.” 

A meeting of the executive officers of the 
various lines in tke Trunk Line Associae 
tion, it is expected, will be held this week 
for the purpose of discussing this question 
of east-bound rates. 

A dispatch from Buffalo says: ‘‘ For sevs 
eral days past rumors have been rife of 
passenger rate cutting by roads that had 
signed what is known in railroad parlance 
as the Buffalo agreement, but it is now 
said that the situation is worse than has 
been represented. It was charged that 
deals were being carried on through ticket 
brokers, the principals being a firm in busi- 
ness at Niagara Falls. The Trunk Line 
Association has had a special agent investi- 
gating the condition of affairs, and as a 
result he claims to have secured positive 
and incontrovertible proof that the Buffalo 
agreement is being violated daily, so far as 
cut rates on east-bound traffic are cofi- 
cerned, and west-bound, there being no 
agreement, there is not the slightest pre- 
text of maintaining rates. According to 
his description, there is a regular guerrilla 
fight west-bound, and with every promise 
of a wide-open slash in the end. aid he 
to-day: ‘‘ From what I have been able to 
learn, wen east-bound road, except the 
New-York Central, is cutting rates.’ ’ 

A dispatch from Chicago says: “ Offie 
cials of the Chicago east-bound trunk iines, 
which constitute the Central Traffic Asso- 
ciation, met to-day, Chairman Blanchard 
presiding. The railroad men, some of whom 
were General Managers and some General 
Freight Agents, commissioned by their su- 
periors, formed the committee of ten which 
was recently appointed at the general Fix- 
ecutive meeting of Central Traffic roads 
to formulate and agree on a divison of traf- 
fic to take the place of the defunct money 
pool. It was generally expected that the 
officials would take hold of the freight- 
rate cutting, which has demoralized busi- 
ness between Chicago and New-York. and 
this would certainly have been the case had 
it not been for the fact that a call was 
issued from New-York for a special meet- 
ing of .the Presidents of all trunk lines 
between Chicago and New-York to-morrow 
for the purpose of discussing the same 

uestion. The secret and open cutting of 

fth and sixth class rates and the meet- 

ing of the reduced tariff, even by the con- 
servative Vanderbilt lines, has come to 
such a pass that it is felt the highest ex- 
ecutive officers must be heard from first. 
The Central Traffic Committee to-day did 
not complete its work on the division agree- 
ment, and will meet to-morrow and the 
next day, if necessary, at which time the 
General Managers will have received in- 
structions from the Presidents as to the 
future rate policy to be carried out, unless 
these officers agree in New-York to-morrsw 
to call off the ‘dogs of war.’ No further 
reductions were announced to-day.”

THE EXERCISES IN BATTELL CHAPEL 


Degrees and Prizes Awarded to the

NEW-HAVEN, June 26.—Five hundred 
and seventy-five Yale seniors received their 
diplomas at the final commencement exer- 
cises of the university, which to-day com- 
pletes its one hundred and ninety-fifth year. 

The graduating exercises were this year 
of marked interest, because of the changes 
announced last Winter, and since widely 
commented upon. There was no valedic- 


torian, no salutatorian, and no speaking for 
the Townsend Prizes. 

At 10:30 o’clock this morning the seniors 
of all departments assembled on the cam- 
pus and, headed by Prof. John C. Schwab 
as Marshal, and a brass band, marched 
through the green back to Battell Chapel, 
where the commencement exercises took 
place, instead of in the centre of the 
church, as heretofore. Behind the band 
came the academic, then the scientific, next 
the medical and law seniors, and pehind 
them were the Yale corporation and sac- 
ulty, and the alumni who are back for 
reunions. The procession was over haif a 
mile long, and was of an imposing nature, 
the mortarboard caps and togas of the 
Seniors giving it an artistic as well as a 
classic aspect. 

The exercises in Battell Chapel began at 
about 11 o’clock with music by the Sym- 
phony Orchestra, led by Prof, Parker, head 
of the department of music. Prayer was 
offered and the Sixty-fifth Psalm was saug, 
as at the opening of the first college erected 
in New-Haven in 1T18; and ‘at the inaugu- 
ration of the first President, Dwight. An 
address by President Dwight and the an- 
mouncement of prizes and Fellowships fol- 
lowed.

Board of Estimate and Apportionment 
Shows a Way to Get It. 


DEPENDS ON THE BOARD OF HEALIH 


ifthe Public Good Demands It Bonds 
Can Be Issued to Cover Any 


Deficiency—Col. Waring 


Praised. 


The Board of Estimate and Apnpportion- 
ment met yesterday in the Mayor's office, 
and the special committee which had been 
appointed to investigate the affairs of the 
Street Cleaning Department made its re- 
port. This report was the result of sever- 


al communications submitted to *he board 
some weeks ago by Col. Waring. 

The sub-committee was mate up of the 
following members: Controller Fiz:h, Pres- 
ident Jeroloman of the Buard of Aldermen, 
President Barker of the Tax Depa:tmant, 
and Corporation Counsel Francis M. Scott. 
The report follows: 


There was appropriated for the Department of 
Street Cleaning for the year 1895 the sum cf 
$2,396,000. Transfers were made by the Board 
of Estimate and Apportionment from the appro- 
priation for sweeping to the appropriation for re- 
moval of snow and ice of various sums aggre- 
gating $198,000, necessitating a rearrangement of 
the aforesaid appropriations. 

When your committee first investigated the ac- 
counts of the Department of Street Cleaning, the 
result of said investigation, based on the ex- 
penditures up to May 18, 1895, foretold an es- 
timated deficiency for the year of $810,993.68, 
from which, however, could be deducted the sum 
of $198,000 expended for the removal of snow 
and ice, for which bonds can be issued, and 
$11,565.91, which it is expected will be derived 
from certain sales, leaving to be provided by 
this committee the sum of $601,427.77. Of the 
aforesaid items of appropriation, excluding the 
““snow and ice’’ and ‘‘ new stock’’ accounts, 
there was remaining on May 31, 1895, according 
to the estimate of the Commissioner of Street 
Cleaning, after payment of all indebtedness, 
$956, 220.20. 

The average monthly expenditures of the de- 
partment up to and including May 31, as esti- 
mated by the Commissioner of Street Cleaning, 
for the above purposes and excluding snow and 
ice and purchases of new stock, amounted to 
$238, 155.95, 

It has been estimated by the Commissioner 
that the expenditures for the month of June will 
be $238,100, and for the month of July $238,400. 
If the expenditures for the month of June shall 
equal said estimate, there will be remaining of 
the appropriation, July 1, 1895, the sum of $718,- 
120.20, or an average of $119,686.70 for each of 
the six months of the present year which are yet 
to come. To these available funds, however, 
there may be added the sum of $198,000, being 
the amount of the transfers to the snow and 
ice account, and which the Board of Estimate 
and Apportionment is by law empowered to raise 
by the issue of revenue bonds. If this amount 
be added to the funds now credited to the De- 
partment of Street Cleaning, there will be an e¢s- 
timated available monthly balance for the last 
six months of the year of $152,686.70. 

In the opinion of the Commissioner of Street 
Cleaning, it will not be possible to keep the 
streets of the city in thelr present condition, and 
to remove and dispose of the ashes, garbage, 
street sweeping, and other refuse as promptly 
as is now being done for a less sum per month 
than the average expenditures of this depart- 
ment for the first six months of the current 
year. 

In the opinion of your committee, there is no 
method provided by law whereby additional 
funds for the ordinary uses of the Department 
of Street Cleaning, exclusive of the expenses of 
new plant and of removing snow and ice, can 
be provided, unless it shall appear to the Board 
of Health of said city that it is necessary for 
the preservation of the health of the city that 
the work performed by the Department of 
Street Cleaning shall be performed more com- 
pletely and efficiently than can be done by ex- 
penditure of the amount of money remaining 
in the appropriation for said department for the 
current year. 

If, in the opinion of the Board of Health, the 
preservation of the health of the community 
requires that greater efficiency shall be main- 
tained in the cleaning of the streets and the 
removal of the ashes and garbage than can be 
obtained by the average monthly expenditure of 
152,686.70, your committee is advised by the 
iounsel to the Corporation that the said rd 
of Health can lawfully, pursuant to the authort- 
ty vested in it by Chapter 535 of the Laws of 
1898, certify to the Board of Estimate and Ap- 
portionment, and, upon the receipt of such cer- 
tificate and its approval thereof by the Board of 
Estimate and Apportionment, whatever money 
may be necessary can be by said last board law- 
fully authorized to be raised by the issue of 
revenue bonds in anticipation of the tax to’ be 
levied in the year 1896. 

It is the opinion of your committee that the 
Commissioner of Street Cleaning should be ad- 
vised by the Board of Estimate and Apportion- 
ment to so limit the expenditure of the balance 
of his appropriation still remaining unexpended 
as not to eos in any one month of the pres- 
ent year, subsequent to July 1, 1895, a greater 
sum than one-sixth of the balance of the ap- 
propriation for his department for said year 
which shall remain on July 1, and that if the 
Board of Health shall be of the opinion that 
the preservation of the health of the community 
requires that a larger sum per month, or during 
any month, or months, should be expended, that 
said board shall so certify to the Board of 
Estimate and Apportionment, who may then, as 
we are advised by the Counsel to the Corporation, 
appropriate whatever money may be necessary 
to efficiently and properly clean and keep clean 
the streets of the city. The adoption of this 
course will require, from time to time, a cer- 
tificate from the Board of Health to the Board 
of Estimate and Apportionment, and will also 
require that the expenses incurred in each 
month, pursuant to such certificate, shall be 
certified and approved to the Controller by said 
Board of Health. 

The committee therefore recommend that a 
copy of this report, and of whatever action may 
be taken by the Board of Estimate and Appor- 
tionment in regard thereto, shall be transmitted 
to the Commissioner of Street’ Cleaning and to 
the President of the Board of Health. 


Controller Fitch put himself on record as 
not intending to take a position that would 
result in any way to the detriment of the 
public health, but he entered the following 
protest as to the precedent established by 
the report: 

The excuse given in this particular case for the 
state of facts which exists is the insufficiency 
of the appropriation. But if each head of a de- 
partment is to be the judge of the sufficiency of 
the appropriation made for his particular depart- 
ment, and is to be free after spending the money 
set apart for his use to demand more, then the 
law should be changed and the Board of Bsti- 
mate and Apportionment abolished. In such case 
no particular ability will be required to get great 
and beneficial results in any department. If not 
limited by their appropriation, thé Board of Edu- 
cation can build this year the twenty-five school- 
houses and buy at once the fifty playgrounds 
which the children ask and which we know they 
ought to have. If their credit with the Finance 
Department is unlimited, the Commissioner of 
Public Works can put asphalt on every street, 
the Board of Health can give free medical at- 
tendance to every family, and the Dock Board 
can make our docks at once the finest in the 
world. There is no improvement (except a mod- 
erate tax rate) which we need or wish for which 
cannot be had at once under the new and simple 
method adopted in this case. 

While I desire to record my protest against 
the procedure which has made this application 
to the board necessary, I am still ready to vote 
to protect the city in any legal way which can 
be devised against the calamities which might 
follow from it. If a defalcation or a bank fail- 
ure had aeprived the city of the cash intended 
to meet the interest on its bonds or to pay its 
workmen, I: would vote for the money to make 
good the loss without approving the misappro- 
priation. If-mistaken or improper engineering 
should result.in depriving part of the city of its 
water supply, I would instantly vote the money 
to make good the mistake without indorsing the 
course which led to it. 

In this case it is most important for the health 
and comfort of our people that the work of 
cleaning the streets should not break down for 
want of money, and I shall join willingly in any 
legal arrangement to have it continue through 
the balance of the year, 

Corporation Counsel Scott said: “In vi 
of the Controller’s statement, I want “to 
say that, during all the time this com- 
mittee has been sitting, there has been no 
suggestion of fisappropriation of funds or 
even of undue extravagance on the part 
of the Street Cleaning Commissioner.” 

Controller Fitch promptly disclaimed any 
such suggestion. ; 

Col. Waring said: ‘‘ May 11, I stated to 
this board the financial condition of m; 
department. I had then enough money left 
to keep the streets as clean as they were 
kept during 1894. I believed that it was 
worth while to show that the streets could 
be kept cleaner than they had been, but I 
had enough in reserve to keep them as 
clean as t *y were kept in 1894.” ° 

President Jeroloman of the Board of <Al- 
dermen said that the committee had found 
no willful waste, and for whatever money 
had been expended the public had received 
full value. 

President Barker of the Tax Department 
said: ‘‘Col. Waring has got the streets 
clean and kept them clean. The public 
likes the change and wants the streets 
kept that way.”’ 

Corporation Counsel Scott said that Col. 
Waring was the first man who had cleaned 
the streets and kept them clean. 

After thanking the sub-committee of the 
board, Mayor Strong said: 

“T hope that we will continue to have 
clean streets, and that Col. Waring will 
be able to clean them with less money 
than he estimates. I believe that he can 
do it on less money.” 

The report was adopted. The action of 


the board will 


be communicated to the 
3oard of Health, and, under the Emergen- 
ey act, this board will certify that the 
additional amounts needed by the Street 
Cleaning Commissioner are necessary. 


Col. Waring Sells Carts and Wagons. 


Sixty-eight dilapidated, ancient, and badly 
worn-out wagons, trucks, and pushcarts 
left in the streets and seized by the Street 


Cleaning Department were sold at auction 
postereny afternoon in the yards of the 
treet Cleaning Department, at Thirty- 
eighth Street and First Avenue. The sale 
attracted a couple of hundred boys and 
men. 

The trucks were in every condition, the 
prices ranging from $3 to $20.50. One or 
two well-known second-hand dealers were 
large buyers. After about twenty-five 
wagons of various descriptions had been 
disposed of, the pushcarts were put up. At 
that a score of long and thickly bearded 
men, common figures in Essex and Hester 
Streets, pushed forward and began to bid, 
while the buyers of trucks stood back and 
let them fight it out among themselves. 
The major portion of the carts were started 
at a quarter, and bid up in jumps of 5 and 
10 cents at a time, the carts bringing from 
$8 to as low as 10 cents, 


NOT ROUIS, BUT GEORGE KUNLEY 


Identity of the Man Who Killéd Himself 
in the Alpine Apartments Disclosed 
by Rophine Rouis. 


The man who killed himself at his room 
in the Alpine Apartment House, Broadway 
and Thirty-third Street, Tuesday evening 
was George Kunley, not George W. Rouis, 
the supposed cousin of Rophine Rouis. 
Kunley head assumed Rouis’s name by 
consent of the latter. Rouis gave himsce!f 
up yesterday as a witness and was paroled 
with his counsel, Lawyer Howe of Howe & 
Hummel, until Monday. 

Kunley drew a revolver preparatory to 
shooting himself while Rouis was in his 
room Tuesday night. Rouis became frignt- 
ened and ran down stairs, where he heard 
the shot which ended Kunley’s life, but did 


not wait to learn its consequences. Rouis 
walked the streets almost all night. He 
first called at the office of his physician, 
Dr. Niehaus, on Ninety-fifth Street, and 
afterward at the residence of Lawyer 
Howe, to whom he told his story. 

souls met Kunley about five years ago in 
a Tenth Street boarding house. They be- 
came very good friends, and afterward 
started business on Broadway as artistic 
decorators. 

Kunley had considerable business ability, 
and Rouis intrusted to him all the business 
transactions. The reason why Kunley 
changed his name was explained by 
Rophine Rouis, who said yesterday’ that 
aw told him he had once served a 
term in prison at Trenton, N. J., and he 
thought the business chances would be 
better if he passed himself off as Rouis‘s 
cousin and assumed his name. 

The firm failed in March, 1894, but started 
up again at 329 Fifth Avenue. Rouis relied 
s0 implicitly in Kunley that, according to 
his story, the latter had squandered about 
$150,000 of the firm’s money before he dis- 
covered it. The final crash came about 
three weeks ago, when the partnership was 
dissolved and Rouis forced out of business. 

Rouis called on Kunley at his apartments, 
in the Alpine, Tuesday night and chided 
him for his mismanagement of the business. 
Kunley was in bed at the time. He jumped 
out of bed and said he would shoot himself. 
He flourished a revolver. Rouils became 
greatly alarmed and started from the 
upartments. 

As he did so Kunley fired one shot, and 
by the time Rouis had reached the next 
floor below had fired another. Rouis was 
so frightened that he did not go back to see 
the result of the shooting. 

At the Coroner’s inquest Lawyer Howe 
said that it could be proved by George J. 
Kilgen, who saw Kunley shoot himself, that 
it was a case of suicide. Mr. Kilgen went 
to the State camp at Peekskill yesterday 
morning. 

George F. Mallon, a newspaper reporter, 
testified that Mr. Kilgen had told him that 
he saw_Kunley shoot himself. The letters 
which Kunley left were not made public, 
but. the Coroner and lawyers said that they 
indicated a purpose to commit suicide. The 
hearing was postponed until Monday.

Agents Gerome and Moore each said, it 
was reported: ‘“‘Our society does not han- 
dle such cases.”” The police did not tell 
Justice Simms, in the Jefferson Market 
Court, yesterday, the facts, and he sent 
the woman over the ferry to New-Jersey 
in charge of a policeman. He afterward 
sent to have her brought back and cared 
for, but it was too late. 

The fact that the child was allowed to 
stay in the station house all night is a 
violation of the law. The police blame the 
two agents for not taking care of ihe 
woman.

SPERLING WAS A WIFE MURDERER 


His Body Buried in the Potter’s Field

MECHANICS PAID FOR PATIENTS’ WORK 


Commissioner Henry Tells of Misman- 
agement—Wardem Hayes Testi- 


fies as to the Peniten- 


tiary Evils. 


Hugo Hirsch, counsel to the Assembly 
Committee on Cities, which is investigating 
the Brooklyn Department of Charities and 
Correction, yesterday continued his inquir- 
ies into the methods pursued in conducting 
the institution at St. Johnland, and also 
set out to.obtain some information concern- 
ing the management of the Kings County 


Penitentiary. 
again a witness. 

He said he understcod that Chief En- 
gineer McCanna and Officer John M. Gray 
own a saloon at Nevins and Bergen Streets, 
which is conducted by Gray’s son. 

He also gave it as his opinie: that the 
Charities Department was not properly an1 
economically conducted by his predecessors. 

“You found ‘ dummies’ on the pay roll?” 
asked Mr. Hirsch. 

“I did, and they were discharged.” 

Commissioner Henry then asserted that 
though the department had 400 more per- 
sons to take care of, its expenses were 
$100,000 a year less than they were undei 
the old régime. 

Dr. Macumber, formerly physician at the 
Flatbush and St. Johnland asylums, said 
he shared authority with Superintendent of 
Transportation James Kirby. He consid- 
ered Kirby insane, as he was addicted to 
the cocaine habit, and finally was confined 
in an insane asylum. As bodies could not 
be removed from a cottage without Kirby’s 
sanction, corpses often remained several 
days in a house with living persons because 
Kirby was not prepared to act. The pro- 
visions and diet of the patients, Dr. Ma- 
cumber declared, were very poor. Some of 
the meat was so bad that it had to be 
buried as soon as received. Patients did 
most of the work around the grounds that 
laborers and mechanics were paid to do. 

Mechanics, he said, were employed some- 
times under Chief Engineer Buchanan’s son, 
and sometimes they did not appear to be 
under anybody. They came and went as 
they pleased. 

Dr. Macumber said horses were often 
brought to St. Johnland from Commissioner 
Gott to be fattened. He could not remem- 
ber whether Commissioner Gott’s horses 


and carriages were kept at St. Johniland. 
Kirby sometimes kept horses there at the 
county’s expense. Useless fire engines were 
sent to St. Johnland once, when fire appa- 
ratus was asked fer. 

The doctor said he made many complaints 
about the quality of the supplies furnished 
to the department to President Gott, and 
the President did not like it. He said he 
was forced from the department because he 
would not carry out orders that it was im- 
possible to comply with. He had Drs. Wing 
and Gray on his staff. The entire force of 
physicians and nurses was demoralized on 
account of the attitude of the Commission- 
ers. 

Warden Patrick Hayes of the Kings 
County Penitentiary was the next witness. 
He said he had beeen Warden six years. 
He was previously a clerk in the City Audi- 
ing Department. Before that he was*a 
longshoreman.

END OF THE BLAUT CASE 


Indictments Against the Madison fquare 
Officers Dismissed, as there Was Not 
Enough Evidence to Convict, 


The criminal end of the Madison Square 
Bank failure was definitely wound up yes- 
terday. Justice Barrett, sitting in the Court 
of Oyer and Terminer, dismissed the indict- 


ments against Joseph F. Blaut, Andrew L. 
Soulard, and Ronald T. McDonald, charging 
them with complicity in the wrecking of the 
bank two years ago. The motion for the 
dismissal of the indictments was made by 
Assistant District Attorney Vernon M. 
Davis, and indorsed by District Attorney 
Fellows, 

Blaut was President of the Bank, and 
the others were Directors. They were in- 
dicted Nov. 1893, together with Cashier 
Lewis Thompson, and Directors Frederick 
Ullman, A. 8S. Kalischer, Simon Ottenberg, 
and Charles E, Selover. 

Blaut was tried, and, after the jury had 
disagreed, the indictment against him for 
perjury was quashed. Other indictments 
were then drawn charging Blaut, McDon- 
ald, and Soulard with receiving deposits 
when they knew the bank was insolvent. 
These are the indictments which have now 


been dismissed. 3 
The indictments against Selover, Ka- 
lischer, Ullman, and Ottenberg were 


quashed immediately after the Blaut trial. 
Yhompson, the cashier, turned informer, 
and the indictment against him was never 
pressed. 

Mr. Davis, when asked why he had moved 
for the dismissal of the indictments, re- 
piied: ‘ 
~ * Because there was not sufficient evi- 
dence to warrant a conviction.” : 

The prosecution of these bank officials 
cost the county a large sum of money. Mr. 
Davis, who had charge of the case, at first, 
thought that the conviction of Blaut, Mc- 
Donald, and Soulard was certain. He did 
not explain yesterday why he had chauged 
his opinion. It was only after months of 
investigation and a long siege of prelim- 
inary work by experts that the criminal 
prosecution of the men responsible as al- 
leged for thé wrecking of the bank was 
undertaken. The trial of Blaut was very 
long, and when the perjury indictment 
was dismissed, after the mistrial, it was 
asserted that the new indictments found 
would hold. 

About the only one who seems to have 
profited appears to be Edward Lauterbach, 
Chairman of Mr. Platt’s County Commit- 
tee. Mr. Lauterbach was counsel for the 
President and Directors, and it was stated 
at the time the indictments were found that 
he had received a check for $10,000 frora 
the defendants as a retaining fee. 

Mr. Lauterbach from the beginning as- 
serted that the criminal prosecution would 
end in the air. 
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THE NEW CLASS AT WEST POINT 


One Hundred and Eight Cadets Who 
Have Passed Examinations. 


WASHINGTON, June 26.—The report of 
the Superintendent of the Military Academy 
at West Point on the result of examinations 
for admission, held this month, was re- 
ceived at the War Department to-day, and 
it shows that out of ninety-nine cadets ex- 
amined, forty only succeeded in passing 
satisfactorily. This percentage of failures 
is said to be very little lower than the or- 
dinary.

Mrs. Herrmann Twice Met Him ant 
Gave Information to Him. 


POLICEMAN CAREY WAS A WITNESS 


The Captain Declared Disorderly 
Houses Did Not Exist so Far 
as He Knew—Chief Con- 
lin’s Testimony. 


At the trial of Police Captain Joseph 
Eakins yesterday the principal witness was 
Policeman Michael J. Carey, who became 
known during the Lexow investigation as 
Mrs. Matilda Herrmann’s “ Policeman 


Friend.” Carey served two years under 
Capt. Eakins. 

In answer to questions by Mr. Moss, he 
said he was present at a meeting between 
the Captain and Mrs. Herrmann last Janu- 
ary. 

“I met Mrs. Herrmann corner of Greene 
and West Third Street about 8 o’clock on 
the night in question,’”’ said Carey. “‘ After 
I met her I told the Captain that she want- 
ed to see him. The Captain said he did 
not care to meet her, but I advised him that 
he had better see her. I told him she had 
some information about the Parkhurst socie- 
ty which was important to him. I told him 
that Mrs. Herrmann said that ‘ Angel’ 
Dennett had been visiting different places 
in his precinct and getting evidence against 
him. 

“TI also told him that Mrs. Herrmann 
complained to me about her sister’s house 
being open. I was present when the Cap- 
tain met Mrs. Herrmann. The Captain 
said ‘Good evening, Matilda,’ when she 
came along. Mrs. Herrmann complained 
to the Captain about her sister’s place being 
open. The Captain said: ‘I want you to 
understand, Matilda, that I have no knowle- 
edge that she is open for business, and she 
cannot open with my consent. If she cpengs 
a respectable cigar store I cannot stop her, 
but if she does anything illegal I will are 
rest her.’ Mrs. Herrmann then told the 
Captain about the Parkhurst society get- 
ting evidence against him. 

“The Captain said that he did not care, 
as there was not anything open in his pre- 
cinct with his knowledge or consent. She 
said he had better take care and look out. 
Then she again spoke about her sister being 
allowed to run her house in the precinct. 
She said it was strange that she herself 
could not open, and that she should be ar- 
rested and her sister not. The Captain 
said he had done all he could to rectify the 
mistake. She said he lied. The Captain 
then left her, and nothing more was 
said.” 

Commissioner Parker read over a state- 
ment made by Carey to him in the pres- 
ence of Acting Chief Conlin Saturday 
night and asked him several questions, 
His memory refreshed, Carey said that 
Mrs. Herrmann accused the Captain of 
“ protecting’”’ her sister. The Captain said 
it was a lie. Mrs. Herrmann also. told the 
Captain that she had seen Policeman Zim- 
merman take money from girls. She said 
she had frequently seen him. 

“The second conversation between Capt. 
Eakins: and Mrs. Herrmann,” continued 
Carey, “‘ was on the night of April 29. She 
met. the Captain on Greene Street. She 
complained that her sister was doing busi- 
ness, but the Captain said he couldn’t get 
any evidence against her. Then Mrs. Herr- 
mann told him about her visit to the Park- 
hurst society’s rooms. She said that the 
society had evidence against about twenty- 
eight houses in his precinct. She told him 
the numbers of about ten houses, includin 
her .sister’s place and Garibaidi’s, an 
warned him that the Parkhurst people were 
after him. The Captain again said that he 
didn’t care; he was doing all he could 
and that so far as he knew there were no 
places open in the precinct.’ ; 

Acting Chief Conlon was asked whether 
he had in his possession the records of the 
Chief of Police and former Superintendent 
of Police. Mr. Conlin replied that he had. 

“Since you have been Acting Chief o£ 
Police,’’ asked Mr. Moss, ‘‘ has Capt. Eaxins 
applied to you for any warrant to raid a 
disorderly house in his precinct?’”’ 

*“* He has not.” 

“Is there any record of Capt. Eakins 
having applied for a warrant since Jan: 1 
last? ”’ 

“ There is not.” 

The Acting Chief said Capt. Eakins al- 
ways had the reputation of being a very 
good officer. 

The trial was adjourned until Friday at 
11 A. M., when the prosecution will con- 
clude its case. 


PRESIDENT ROOSEVELT IN BOSTON 


Says the Laws Will Be Enforced Re« 
gardless of Public Opinion. 


BOSTON, June 26.—Theodore Roosevelt are 
rived in Boston last evening and was pres- 
ent at the reunion of the Harvard class ef 
’80. When asked to speak of his plans for 
perfecting the New-York police system, Mr, 
Roosevelt said: 

I can really eay nothing upon that subject exe 
cept this: I propose that everything possible 
shall be done to remedy existing evils and that 
every man shall do his duty. You know that 
while there has been much that is bad in New- 
York police methods, there has also been much 
that is good. I have made and shall continue te 
make it my aim to root out evil and reward good 
and politics will have nothing whatever to do 
with any action of the board. Merit alone will 
win positions. 

You may say that every member of the Boara 
of Commissioners is in harmony with each other 
and that we are all working together for the 
public advantage. 

It has been sald recentiy that the New-York 
police force is numerically inadequate to pre- 
serve order and that it is practically impossible 
to enforce the Sunday excise law. There is a 
substratum of truth in that. The force is really 
850 men short, but we are straining ¢very nerve 
to recruit the ranks to the normal strength and 
shall soon accomplish this. 

Mr. Roosevelt could not say whether or 
not the enforcement of the Sunday taw 
would require one policeman for each sa- 
loon. ad 

When asked if the report was true tha: 
Peter Conlin, the present Acting Chief of 
Police, was to be given the title as well as 
the duties of that office, Mr. Roosevelt 
said: 

I cannot answer that question. The office ct 
Chief of Police must, of course, be filled by the 
Board of Commissioners, and as yet the board 
has taken no action in that matter. 

Asked if public opinion was gaining 
strength in its demand for reform, Mr. 
Roosevelt said, emphatically. “TI don’t 
know anything about it.

Lehigh 
Valley was fractionally lower, selling at 
8714, but very dull. Pennsylvania was also 
a shade off, at 53%. .Welsbach and United 
Gas Improvement were the features of the 
early market. The former opened down @a 
point, at 57, and the next sale was made 
at 56. The decline led to the belief that the 
deal had fallen through, and the traderg 
started in to sell United Gas and uncovered 
some stop loss orders, which broke it te 
77%. Friends of both the properties, how- 
ever, soon rallied to their support, and 


Welsbach rallied to 59 and United Gas Im- 
provement to 78%. 


It is not believed that 


there is any hitch in the Welsbach deal. 
In the tractions, Metropolitan opened up 
% per cent., at 102%, but subsequent- 
ly reacted to 101%, when Welsbach 
and United Gas upset the market. In 
the afternoon there :was evidence 0o 
strong support, and the stock rallied to 
102%, closing at 10214. Philadelphia, on 
small dealings, reacted to 88%. Indianapo- 
lis opened down 1% per cent., at 45%4, rallied 
to 49, and closed at 48%. The 5s were 
offered at 92. The balance’ of the tractiong 
were neglected and unchanged. In the out- 
side specialties, Electro-Pneumatic was in 
demand at %, Electric Storage preferred 
declined to 28%, Rochester Street Railway 
was ™% lower, at 43, and Philadelphia and 
Erie advanced %, to 30. At the close the 
market was steady.
